It seems to liave been founded oo 
the antient prerogative of Purvey^ 
ance, though its legality may be 
doubted, as between the date of 
the appoiiitmeDt of the Carl of 
Noi'thamptou to be Master of the 
Leasb,^ and that of the Deputa-) 
tioii or Warrant, the right was 
abolished by the Stat. 12 Car. 11. 
cap. 14. Whether the Deputy was 
rxpected to pay for the dogs taken 
by him, a3 Purveyors were by divers 
statutes, required to do, 1 cannot 
pretend to determine, the warrant 
being silent on the subject. By the 
Statute 14 Ed. III. cap. I9. the 
Sheriff only was to make purvey- 
ance for the KiDg*8 dogs, i. e, to 
provide foofi for them : and in the 
warrant the number of the dogs 
was to lie expressed for which he 
ws» r-fsquired to make the purvey* 
ance. 

As to the power contained in the 
Warrant, of seizing all such dogs

Captain Cuiverbouse, bad oppor- 
tunities of becoming acquainted 
with the celebrated Djezzar Pacha, 
the same as, aided by the councils 
of Sir Sidney Smith, so ably de- 
fended tbat city against the attacks 
of the French Army, under Bona- 
parte. — The following are some of 
the curious particulars which the 
Doctor gives of his life, habits^ 
&c. 

" Soon after we arrived, we 
went on shore with the Captain, 
to visit I^jezzar Pacha, whom 
Baron de Tott found at Acre, and 
described as a horrible tyrant above 
twenty years prior to our coming. 
Having acted as interpreter for 
Captain Culverhouse, in all his in- 
terviews with this extraordinary 
man, and occasionally as his con- 
fidential agent, when he was not 
himself present, I had favourable 
opportunities of studying Pjezzar's 
character. At that time, shut up 
in his fortress at Acre, he defied 
the whole power of Turkey, de- 
spised the Vizier, and derided the 
menaces of the Capudan Pacha ; 
although he always affected to 
Venerate the title and the authority 
of the Sultan. His mere name 
carried terror with it over all the 
Holy Land, the most lawless tribes 
of Arabs expressing their awe and 
obeisance, whensoever it was ut- 
tered. As for his appellation, 
Djezzar, as explained ])y himself, 
it signified hutcher ; but of this 
name, notwithstanding its avowed 
allusion to the slaughters commit- 
ted by him, he was evidently vain. 
He was his own minister, chan- 
cellor, treasurer, and secretary 5 
often his own cook and gardener j 
and not unfrequently both judge 
and executioner in the same in- 
stant. Yet there were persons 
who had acted, and still occasion- 



ally officiated, in, these several ca- 
pacities, standing by the door of 
his apartment; some without a 
nose, others without an arm, with 
one ear only, or one eye 5 " marked 
men" as he termed them ; ])ersons 
bearing signs of their having been 
instructed to serve their master 
with fidelity. Many wretched ob- 
jects, similarly disfigured, might 
be observed daily in the streets of 
Acre. — Through such an assem- 
blage we were conducted to the 
door of a small chamber, in a lofty 
part of his castle, over-looking the 
port. A Jew who had been his 
j>rivate secretary met us, and de- 
sired us to wait in an open court 
. or garden before this door, until 
Djezzar was informed of our com- 
ing. This man, for some breach 
of trust, had been deprived of an 
ear and an eye at the same time. 
At one period of the Pacha*s life, 
having reason to suspect the fide- 
lity of bis wives, he put seven of 
them to death with his own hands. 
It was after his return from a pil- 
grimage to Mecca ; the Janissa- 
ries, duripg his absence, having ob- 
tained access to the chareni. If 
his history be ever wptfen, it will 
have all the air of a romance, pis 
real name is Achmed. He was a 
nati,ve of Bosnia, and speaks the 
Sclavonian language better thar* 
any other. It is impossible to giv« 
even a detail of his n'mierous' ad- 
ventures here. At an early period 
of his life, he sold hiniselr to a 
slave-mei chant in Constantinople 5 
and being purchased by Ali Bey, 
in Egypt, he rose from the humble 
situation of a Maraluke slave, to 
the post of Governor of Cai'ro. In 
this situation, he distinguished 
himself by the most rigorous exe- 
cution of justice, and realized the 
stories related of Oriental Caliphs, 
by mingling, in disguise, with 

B 2 the 
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the inhabitants of the city^ and 
thus making himself master of all 
that was said concern ing biaiself, 
or transacted by his officers. — ^The 
Author received this information 
from Djezzar himself; together 
with the fact of his having been 
once Governor of Cai'ro. The in- 
terior of his mysterious palace, in- 
habited by his women, or, to use 
the Oriental morle of expression, 
the Charem of his Seraglio, is ac- 
cessible only by himself. Early in 
every evening he regularly retired 
to this place, through three mas- 
sive doors, every one of which he 
closed and barred with his own 
hands. To liave knocked at the 
outer door after he had retired, or 
even to enter the seraglio, was an 
oftence that would have been pu- 
nished with death. No person in 
Acre knew the nupiber of his wo- 
^)en, hut from the circumstance 
of a certain number of covers be- 
ing daily placed in a kind of wheel 
or turning cylinder, so contrived 
as to convey dishes to the interior, 
without any possibility of observe 
ing the person who ^-cceived thein. 
He had from time to time received 
presents of female slaves ^ these 
had been sept into his Cl^arem^, 
but, afterwards, whethcv they were 
alive or dead, no one knew except 
bimself. They entered never to 
go out again ; and, thus immurcdj^ 
were cut oft* from all knowledge 
of the worhi, except what he 
thought proper to communicate. 
If any of them were ill, he brought 
a physician to a hale in the wall 
of the Chancm, through which the 
sick person was allowed to thrust 
her arm ; the Pacha himself hold- 
ing the bund of the physician dur- 
iu4i; the time her pulse was exa- 
mnied. If any of them died, the 
event was kept as secret as when 
he massacred them with his Qwn 



hands ; and thijf, it wis said^ h«| 
had done in mor<^ than one in-^ 
stance. Such stories are easily' 
propagated, and as readily be- 
lieved; and it is probable that' 
many of them are without founda- 
tion. We must however admit' 
the truth of the terrible examples 
he made after his return from 
Mecca, in consequence of the in- 
fidelity of his women. Frorti all 
the information we could obtjrin, 
he considered the female tenanis 
of his Charem as the children of 
his family. When he retired, he 
carried with him a riumbfer of 
M'atch-papers he had amused him- 
self by cutting with scissars during 
the day, as toys to disti ibute among 
them 3 neither could there be any 
possible motive of cruelty, even in 
the worst of tyrants, towards such 
defenceless victims. He was above 
sixty years old at the time of our 
arrival, but vain of the vigour he 
still retained at that advanced age. 
He frequently boasted of his ex- 
traordinary strength 3 and used to 
bare his aim, in order to Exhibit 
his brawny muscles. Sometimes, 
in conversation with strangers, he 
would suddenly leap upright from 
bis seat, to shew his activity. H^ 
has been improperly considered as 
Pacha of Acre. His real Pachalic 
was that of Seide, antiently called 
Sidon 3 but, at the time of our 
arrival, he was also Lord of Da- 
mascus, of Bcrytus, Tyre, and 
Sidon 3 and, with the exception of 
a revolt an\ong the Druses, might 
be considered master of all Syria. 
The seat of government was re- 
nioved to Acre, on account of its 
))ort, which has been at all timei 
the key to Palaestine 3 and henc6 
its trauquil possession, notwith-. 
standing the insignificant figurfe it 
makes in the map of this great 
continent, is of raOre importance 

than 
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t^n the greatest aimie^^ uncfer tbe 
mbsfc victorious leader, ever sent 
for its invasion; This it was that 
gave to an old hi An pent up in d 
small tower by the sea-stt4e the ex- 
traordinary enliptre he possessed. 
IXjezzar bad with liim, in a state 
ef constant imprisonment, many 
of the most powerful chieftains of 
^he counti-y. The sons of the 
Princes of Libanus remained With 
him always as hostages ^ for the 
Druses, inhabiting all the moun-^ 
tainous district to the north and 
east of Sei'de, were constantly 
liable to revolt. Sir Sidney Smith, 
by cultivating an alliance with 
this people, when the French were 
endeavouring to march through 
S^ria, prevented their affording 
assistance to our enemies. He un-» 
dertook to guarantee their safety 
from all attacks, whether of the 
French or of Djezzar : and when 
tbe latter most unjustifiably v\o* 
lated his treaties with them, he 
enabled them to pi'otect their ter- 
ritory. It was this circumstance 
urhich, ever honourable on the 
part of Sir Sidney Smith, gave rise 
to a misunderstanding between him 
and Djezzar. Matters had not 
been adjusted between them at the 
time of our arrival. With due 
intimation therefore of his preju* 
dice against the Hero of Acre, as 
well as the knowledge we had obi- 
tained of his private character and 
disposition, we were ushered to his 
}}resence. 

** We found him< seated on a 
mat in a little chamber, destitute 
€ven of the meanest article of fur- 
fitture, excepting a coarse, porous, 
earthenware vessel, for cooling the 
vrater he occasionally drank. He 
was 8iirroun(ted by persons maimed 
and disfigured in the manner he- 
fore described. He scarcely looked 
up to notice our entrance, but con- 



tinwed his employm'eBt ' of drawing 
upon the floor, for one of his engi-^ 
i»eers, a plan of some works he wad 
then constructing. His form was 
athletic, and his long white beard 
entirely covered, his breast. HLs 
habit was that of a common Arab, 
plain but clean, consisting of st 
white.camlet over a cotton cassocks 
His tiiirban was also white. Nei- 
ther cushion nor carpet decorated 
the naked boards of his divlin. I» 
bis girdle he wore a potgrard set 
Vi^ith diamonds ; but this he apo- 
logized for exhibiting, saying it 
was his badge of office, as Gover«* 
nor of Acre, and therefore could 
not be laid aside. Having ended 
his orders to the Engineer, we 
were directed to sit upon the end 
of the div^n ; and Signor Berto- 
eino, his dragoman, kneeling by 
his side, he prepared to hear the 
eatiseof our visit. 

•' The conversation began by ^ 
request from the Pacha, that Eng^ 
lish Captains, in future, entering 
the Bay of Acre, would fire only 
one gun, ratlier asi a signal, than 
as H salute, upon their arrivak 
' There can be no good reason,' 
said he, * for such a waste of gun* 
powder, in ceremony betweea 
friends. Besitlcs,* be added, ' I am 
too old to be pleased wnth cere- 
mony : among forty-three Pachas 
of three tails, now living in Turkey, 
I am the senior. My occupations 
are consequently, as you see, very 
important,* taking out a pair of 
scissars, and beginning to cut fi- 
gures in paper, wluch was his con- 
stant employment wheii strangers 
were present : these he afterwards 
stuck upon the wainscot. ' I shall 
send each of yon away,* said he, 
' with good proof of old Djezzar!s 
ingenuity. Tliere,* addressing him- 
self to Captain Culverhouse, and 
ofi'ering a paper cannon, ' there 

is 
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is a symbol of your profession :* 
and while I was explaining to the 
Captain the meaning of this sin- 
gnlar address, be offered nie a paper 
flower^ denoting, as lie said> ' a 
fiorid interpretation of blunt speech,' 
As often as we endeavoured to in« 
trodtice the business of our visits 
be aiiected to be absorbed in these 
trifling conceits, or turned the 
conversation by alkgorical sayings, 
to whoee moral we could find no 
possible clue. His whole discourse 
was in parables, proverbs, truisms, 
and Oriental apologues. One of 
bis tales lasted nearly an hour, 
about a man who wished to enjoy 
the peaceful cultivation of a small 
garden^ without consulting the 
kntl of the manor, whenever he 
lemoved a tulip ; alluding, per- 
il sips, to bis situation with refer- 
ence to the Grand Signior. There 
was evidently much cunning and 
•leep policy in his pretended frivo- 
Ijty. Apparently occupied in re- 
gulating the shape of a watch« 
paper with bis scissai-s^ he was all 
the while deeply attentive to ouf 
words, and even to our looks, anxi- 
®tis to discover whether there was 
any urgency in the nature of our 
Tisit J and certainly betraying as 
ntneb ostentation in the seeming 
privations to which he exposed 
himself, as he might have done by 
tlw? most stately magnificence. He 
was desirous of directing the atten- 
tion of his visitors to the homeli- 
ness of bis mode of living : * If I 
find,* said he, ' only bread and 
water in another world, I shall 
have no cause of complaint, be- 
cause I have been accustomed to 



such fare all my days ; but'tbos^ 
who have . fared sumptuously in 
this life, will, I suspect^ b(3 Oiuch 
disappointed in the next.* We 
spoke of the camp of iris* cavalry,, 
then stationed near the town; and 
of the great preparations he seemed 
to be making against the Druses, 
and our rebel Arabs, with whom 
he was at war. ' It is not,* said 
he, ' the part of a wise man to 
despise his enemy, whatsoever shape 
he may assume. If he be but a 
pismire, there is no reason why he 
should be permitted to creep upon 
your cheek while you are sleeping.' 
We fouiul we had touched a ten- 
der string : he believed these dis- 
sentions bad been excited in bis 
dominions by Sir Sidney Smith, to 
divert bim from the possil)ility of 
assisting the French, by attacking 
the Vizier*8 army in its march 
through Syria ;. and was much in- 
censed while he complained to us 
of this breach of confidence. ' I 
ate,* said he, *■ bread and salt with 
that man ; we were together, as 
sworn friends. He did what be 
pleased here. I lent bim raystaff;* 
he released all my prisoners, many 
of whom were in mv debt, and ne- 
ver paid me a parfi. What en- 
gagements with him have 1 vio- 
latefl ? ^liat promises have I not 
fulfilled? AVhat reqiHfsts have I 
denied ? I wished to combat the 
French by his side; but he has 
taken care that I shall be confined 
at home, to fight against my own 
people. Have I merited such 
treatment Y When he was a littk 
pacified, we ventured to assure hiiu 
that he bad listened to bis own

The God 
of mirth prevailed with' undisputed 
sway, and although a few wrangles 
did occur, they terminated in the 
inost amicable manner. The swings 
and round-abouta, were almost al 
numerous here as at Greenwich, 
and their proprietors, no doubt, 
reaped an ample harvest, for their 
Vehicles were literally in perpetual 
motion. 

Prinwose-hilt^ near Chalk -farm, 
formed another favourite place of 
resort, and on this were displayed* 
scenes of frolic ill some degree 
resembling those which we hare 
4lescribed as having taken place 
at Greenwich^ but not quite so in- 
teresting. 

Next in favour came the re- 
spective tea-gardens in the neigh- 
bonrhood of the metropolis,, all of 
which were crowded with visitors j 
among those most numerously at- 
tended were, Bagnigge Wells, 
White Conduit House, Cannonburif 
House, CJialk Farm, and Cumber^ 
land Gardens, in which the con- 
snmptioD of those delicacies — tea 
«nd hot rolls, ale, gin and ginger-' 
bread, and other trifles, was truly 
surprising; indeed, so great was 
the call for grub, as it was poeti- 
cally termed at White Conduit 
House, that it became necessary 
to send off a man express to Lon- 
iian> to fetch z^nevo cargo oH seconds 



hand hot-cross buns, whicb were 
received with as much delight as if 
the Gardens had undergone a siege 
as severe as that of Danlzic, and 
the inmates had not tasted food for 
a month. 

The Theatres, too, were not neg- 
lected ^ and Sadler's Wells, Ast- 
ley's, Surrey Theatre, Little Drury« 
Sans Pareil, and other places of 
summer diversion^ bad to boast of 
oversowing houses. John Bidl 
and his happy family seemed, ia 
fact, CO have forgotten all their cares* 
and that course only was pursued 
which was likely to produce a 
laugh or a sentiment of satisfac* 
tion. On which ever si<le the eye 
was turned, notwithstanding the 
burthens with which it is said we 
are oppressed, and the causes of 
discontent which it is known exist, 
happiness seemed to reign triuisa* 
phant. The gloom of the £ng4 
lish character was dissipated, and 
gaiety shed its influence over evtrf 
countenance.

AN ANCIENT TRADITION, 

Belative to the Effigy of an Armed Knightf 
recumbent upon a Tormb-Stafiie, in tke 
Chwrch <ff ToUethunt JSnigkts, Esseih 

\ Learne^ Doctor of the hol| 
Roman Catholic and Aposto- 
lic Church, some few years since, 
presented the world with a pam- 
phlet, setting forth the actual ope- 
ration of a miraculous cure, at th^ 
Well of Saint Winifred, in Wales; 
let us see, whether ^e also, cannot 
perform something in the miracul- 
ous line, for the amusement at least* 
if not for either the instruction or 
conversion of our readers ; always 
duly acknowledging our inferiority 

to 
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to bis reTerence above quoted, in 
that our miracle is of tbe ancienty 
bis of tbe modem stamp $ witb tbe 
Reserve, bowever, of wbetber sucb 
accident may or may not be, deemed 
a mark of inferiority. 

Some few years of my early life 
were spent in the vicinity of tbe 
ancient parish of Tolleshunt 
Knights, or, as it is locally and 
vulgarly called, Tolleshunt Bushes, 
in tbe county of Essex, a few miles 
N. E. of the town of Maiden. 
That parish, together with its im- 
mediate neighhoar, Tolleshunt 
Darcey, formed a part of the pa- 
trimony of the noble family of 
D'Arcey. My childish curiosity 
was powerfully attracted by tbe lit- 
tle Church of Tolleshunt Knights« 
with its wooden steeple and three 
candlesticii bells ; by its lonely 
sequestered situation, but still more 
by a tomb of soft chalky stone, 
within side the church, and in 
juxta-position to, if I recollect 
lightly, at this distance of time» 
the northern wall. Upon this 
tomb, recumbent at full length, 
frowned an armed hero of our 
iron age. At bis feet, were two 
canine figures, somewhat defaced 
by time, or sacrilegious and boorish 
bands. The whole appeared then^ 
Bamely about one-and-fifty years 
ago, to have just received tbe be- 
nefit of a modem white washing. 
Tbe old tradition respecting this 
hero, to which I re|)eatedly listen* 
ed among the tales of tbe evenings 
strongly interested my attention, 
and I well recollect the traces of 
that kind of impression which it 
made upon my mind, such as to 
excite these opposite cogitations— 
could such a tale possibly be fact, 
or could it possibly be related 
without any ground of fact ? It 
was indeed at that time, in full 
currency among all the old women 



and children of ^ f»arisb ; doabt<* 
less honoured witb tntire credenci^ 
by some, as wall at other ancient 
fables, and half believed by all. 
The wonderful feats atcbieved by 
this heroic and self-devoted victim 
of patrotism, had been handed 
down from the primitive age, in 
which they were performed, and 
the relation runs as follows : 

Once upon a time, there existcdf 
a great dispute among certain pro- 
prietors, as to the particular spot: 
where a manor bouse, to be called 
Barn Hall, afterwards situated 
where a bouse of that name at pre- ^ 
sent actually stands,' within four or 
five miles of tbe little church of 
Tolleshunt Knights, should be built. 
Its erection, it seems, was attempted 
in tbe neighbourhood of the church, 
but, for some supernatural reasons, 
which customarily in these cases,' 
are not always assigned, as fast as 
either tbe foundation was laid, or' 
the walls run up by day, tbe whole 
was, with equal certainty, torn up' 
or pulled down, and carried dead 
away by night. This nightly ope- 
ration too, was attended .by por- 
tentous and frightful noises, anJ 
appalling sights, heard and seen, or 
not, yet reiatetl and believed, and 
great dismay fell upon all the pa- 
rish. No doubt but these sigbts^ 
were too tremendous to be wit- 
nessed by any but those by wboin 
it was proper they should be seen ^ 
and it is well known, that upon all 
such solemn occasions, there are 
such people. At length, one man 

Seneronsly offered ^to take ujK>a 
imaelf the consequences, be what- 
ever they might, of bis neighbours' 
misfortunes or errors. And this- 
scape - goat hero, suffering his 
neighbours to retire quietly to their

This battle took place on Tue^ 
<lay, the 6th instant, at Coonibe 
Wood, Surrey, for a handsome 
subscription purse, in the presence 
of a numerous ring of amateurs. 
Much interest had been excited, 
the parties having before fought a 
haril battle at Rickmansworth, 
Herts, when Jay beat his adversary^ 
in a confined ring by the strength 
of hitting, with tjie coippliment of 
a couple of broken ribs. Fuller is 
a twelve-stone man qf much sci- 
ence, and Jay weighed betwixt 
thirteen and fourteen stone. Th« 
friends of Fuller hacked him on tb^ 
supposition that science in an open 
ring would subdue weight. Tht. 
combatants set to at one o'clock^ 
with Joe Ward and Gibbons se- 
conds to Fuller, Richman and 
Norton for Jay. — Betting was S 
and 6 to 4 on Jay. 

We are only furnished with i^ 
general description of this %ht, 
on which much was pending. Fiilr 
ler fought his adversary with that 
soit of skill which places him 
amongst the most formidable of 
scientific fighters. He pursued 
that system which alone could • 
enable him to succeed against a 
game man of such superior weight 
' — that of hitting and breaking away. 
He, however, sustained consider- 
able injury, for Jay is a fresh young 
man, although a novice at fistic 
sport, and he succeeded in plant- 
ing some good hits in return. The 
jfirst round last five minutes, and 
Fuller, by hitting at the head with 
his left hand, bled his adversary 
very consideiiJ)ly. He continued 
this system of hittiug and getting 
away, with nmeh coolness, during 
the whole of the fi^ht, and seldom 
"hit with his right b^nd, by which 
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lie would have thrown himself in, 
and made himself liable to some 
crashing hits. 

In the third round. Jay planted 
a heavy hit on his adversary's tem- 
ple, and in the next round he suc- 
ceeded in finding the mark where 
the rihs were originally staved. 
Jay, however, never turned the 
battle in his favour, for Fuller was 
the favourite after the first round, 
in which he goi his man down. 

Some smart rallies took place 
in the sixth and eighth rounds, 
but Fuller always kept his adver- 
sary bleeding by superior science, 
which, together with punishment 
about the eyes, reduced Jay to a 
state of blindness, and he was beat 
in forty-two minutes in fourteen 
rounds. 

Much bravery was displayed in 
this combat, and much interest 
was excited by the trial betwixt 
science and strength. Jay proved 
himself a good man, but Fuller^s 
knowledge and courage, and the 
manner in which he fought, could 
not fail iii securmg victory, with 
that due regard to coolness of 
temper which he manifested.-— 
What 18 remarkable, tliere was 
not a single close during the 
fight; the men fought until ex- 
hausted in every round, and never 
were off their legs without appa- 
rent cause. 

The beating' Jay received ren- 
dered htm an object truly deplor- 
able. He fought with determined 
courage, and although quick on 
his legs, the activity and courage of 
his adversary were equal to any com- 
petition. Fuller may he consider- 
ed a promising pugilist of first-rate 
courage and skill, not inferior to 
Power.

A ^ ^^ human nature there is re- 
quired a relaxation from the

Cressy and Agincourt would have 
been as illustrious for a French 
victory as they are now for a Bri- , 
tisb conquest. This exercise, since 
the invention of gunnery, became 
useless in military service, but we 
still have several others worth en- 
couragement, as they are manly 
recreations, and naturally form the 
body to agility and strength. I. 
never in the summer see the rural 
diversions, but I wish the gentle- 
men in the neighbourhood would 
allot some rewards for the victors : 
By such proceeding, cudgel-play- 
ing and wrestling would improve 
the inhabitants in courage and 
activity, and prevent all the drunk- 
enness and ill effects of nine-pin 
grounds and eock^pits. But some 
of our country gentlemen have in* 
troduced some new divertisements 
among the inferior people, de- 
structive of the genuine manliness 
of thought and active courage of 
Britons.

ACTION TO RECOVER THE 
KEEP OF A HORSE. 

Court of Common Pieaa, Guildhall^ JvrU 
Mr before Sir Vicary Gibbg^and a S^ 

Bobfon V. lanes. 

^HIS teas an action for 3251. 
represented to l>e the price of 
keeping a riding-horse, belonging 
to the defendant, for six years. 

The Counsel for the plaintiff re- 
presented, that his client was a li- 
very 8table-kee|)er, and the defen- 
dant a respectable merchant of the 
city of London. About six years 
ago, the latter employed the for- 
mer to keep a riding horse for him 
lit his stables, which he accordingly 
did ; but was unfortunate enough 
to receive no remuneration down 
to the present period, which was 
tb^ ivasoD that he bad brought the 
|n*e8ent action. 

Mr. Serjeant Best, on the de- 
fence, said, that his client pur- 
chased the horse in (piestion for the 
purpose of comforting iiimself, 
liow and then, with a view of the 
country, and valued bim at a hun- 
dred guineas. He gave him into 
the custody of the plaintiff, with 
directions to treat bim well, and 
fttt expcnces should be paid. Be* 



ing seldom on horseback/ bitst^tf 
bad abundance of ease, and Ifhere-' 
fore he conceived that it Bitght be 
proper to give him a trot to Bar- 
net, whither he was sending bis 
servant with a letter. By this ser* 
vant he sent a note to tbe plaintiff, 
desiring him to deliver the horse 
into his custody ; hut on perusing 
this note he manifested consider- 
able hesitation, and at length com- 
plying, caused the horse to be lecf 
out of the stable, and saddled un- 
der a dark archway; and tbe mes- 
senger mounting, proceeded to-, 
wards Barnet. Chi his way, how- 
ever^ he found the horse exceed- 
ingly lame, and apt to stumble ; 
and alighting, found on examina- 
tion that his back was much bruis- 
ed, and his head and fore knees se- 
verely cut. Having accomplished 
the purposes of his journey, he de- 
livered the horse to the stable- 
kee|>er, and on going hoine in- 
formed bis master of the condition 
of his horse. The defendant im* 
mediately dispatched this servant 
to the plaintiff' with a verbal mes- 
sage, desiring him to dispose^ of, or 
do any thing that he might think 
fit with the horse, for he would 
have no more to do with him. This 
was between four and five years 
ago ; and since that period the de- 
fendant had never claimed the 
horse, or acknowledged that he 
had him in keeping. This, he con- 
ceived, was a full answer to the 
action. 

The Counsel for the plaintiff 
maintained, that the message in 
question was not an absolute re- 
nunciation of future right ; had it 
been intended as such, it would 
have been in writing. 

Mr. Justice Gibbs summed up 
the case to the Jury, who imme- 
diately nonsuited the plainti01 

A CHAP- 
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A CHAPTER ON STAGE- 
COACHES, &c. 



TT will not be necessary here to 
enter into any thing like a vo- 
lufninoiisfaistoi-y of stage coaches, 
and the various Acts of Parlia- 
ment passed for their regulation^ 
I mean this but as a cursory glance 
at their present improved state; 
the last Act that was passed, wduld 
a]>pear to have been framed rather 
hy a committee of coach pro- 
prietors, than by a Committee of 
tbe House of Commons; for it 
looks not so much to the safety of 
the public, as to the interest of the 
proprietors; it states a limitation 
to the number of outside passen- 
gers, which limitation allows as 
many as can be stowed on tbe 
coach, besides the coachman and' 
guard ; in some cases ten, and I 
believe in others thirteen', hut 
often, when there is an under* 
standing between the honest turn- 
pike men and the coachman, even 
a greater number than that is car- 
ried; and this understanding is 
pretty general at every gate. 

I had the pleasing satisfaction 
of being overturned a few months 
since, by a light coach ; that is, it 
carried only four inside, but ten on 
the outside, besides hea^T luggage, 
weighing as much or more than 
the people on it. When the acci- 
dent to which I allude happened, 
tbe coach was fully loaded outside^ 
and had but two and a child in- 
side : While we were going at a 
gentle rate, and on a good road, 
over went the coach, and the ten 
persons, together with the heavy 
luggage, lay mingled in the dust. 
Most fortunately, I may almost say 
xniraculously, no one was seriously 
hurt; upon examination, it ap- 
peared that the screws, three in

number, which held the principal 
front spring, had given way and 
occasioned the accident; but it 
must be noticed, that two of them 
had evidently been broken a con- 
siderable time, for they were even 
becoming rusty at the divided part, 
so that one side of the coach de- 
pended on a single screw, and that 
not above a quarter of an inch in 
diameter ; here is a most glaring 
neglect : surely it is not too much 
trouble to have the essential parts 
of a stage coach examined after 
every journey ! Upon naming this 
to one of the proprietors on the 
road, (for another coach was pro-^ 
cured, and we proceeded on our 
journey), he replied, with a sort of 
satisfactory reference to bis own 
care, " Ah ! Sir, they never look 
to these things as they ought in 
London." All the rest of the way 
great care seemed to be taken by 
the* coachman to prevent the acci- 
dent being known ; this was natu- 
ral, or, perhaps, a better term would 
be, artful. In these cases, the 
greatest wonder is, not that the 
accidents happen, but that they do' 
not happen oftener ; a very narrow 
coach, upon rather slight wheels, 
which may not carry more than 
four insides, and which mostly has 
not above two in it, owing to the 
prevalence of riding outside^ is 
loaded on the top with ten passen- 
gers, the coachman and guard, and 
an immense quantity of luggage ; 
which, besides its yireponderating 
weight, is an intolerable incon- 
venience to the traveller; I have 
been more annoyed by the sharp 
corner of a box bumping against 
me at every jolt of the coach, than 
by dust, heat, rain, or even a lo- 
quacious ignorant fellow passen- 
ger ; and certainly if ten persons 
are to be carried on the roof of a 
coach, DO luggage ought io be 

I placed 
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placed there, either to annoy them, 
or help to overturn it. 

There is a most uncomfortable 
annoyance usually practised by the 
Greenwich stage coachmen, and 
so by the other short stages 5 they 
insist on cramming four on the 
front of the coach, while on their 
boxes, which are very wide, within 
a very few inches as much so as 
the roof, they carry but one besides 
themselves; if you remonstrate, 
the Act of Parliament is saucily 
thrown in your face } they are not 
allowed to carry more on the box, 
but they are allowed (they say the 
act expressly stipulates it), to carry 
four on the front of the roof; lif 
so, it is vain to complain ; we are 
legally squeezed, and it is not the 
oaly instance in which we are so. 

Thus much, relative to coaches 
and their loading, might adinic of 
some regulation : hut Acts of Par- 
liament, in their voluminous anxiety 
to do much, generally do but little, 
and are always so contrived as to 
leave some hole for their enact- 
ments to be evaded, and for the 
evaders of them to creep out at. 
But there are a variety of other 
circumstances, incident to travel- 
ling, which cannot be embraced by 
An Act of Parliament: One of 
these is, the very frequent change 
of coachuMfU and guards; this is 
by no means a iigbt tax on the 
traveller's pocket 3 if an inside pas- 
senger, half-a-crown is expected 
by both coachman and guard 3 if 
it is not given, you are set down as 
a shabby fellow, while a shilling 
is looked at by them with a sort of 
inditi'erence, as if it were hardly 
worth acceptance. These gentle- 
men couti'ive matters thus : if a 
coachn)an has to drive forty 01* 
fifty miles, instead of going through, 
he drives half way, meets the other 
coach, wakes his collection, and 



returns to the place from ^wbcoor 
he came, and then collects again ; 
his comrade coachman doing the 
same. Another vexing thing, i» 
the perpetual delays coachmen 
make for their own accomtuodatioD, 
and the murmuring there is if a 
passenger should want them to stop 
a moment for his. 

But all the blame must not at- 
tach to the coachmen ; the pro- 
prietors are fairly entitled to their 
share; they are most frequently 
innkeepers on the road, and whe- 
ther the time or distance suits or 
not, brecd&fast, dine, and sup, at 
their inns you must ; it is fair to 
suppose that if they have a shars 
in a coach, they ought to have the 
preference in these matters; and 
to let them, provided they charge 
as reasonably, (though reasonable 
charges are almost out of the ques- 
tion now), and give as good pra- 
vlsions as their neighbours : but it 
is rather too much to be uragged 
twenty-six miles before you can 
get a breakfast; and yet this is 
done every day on the road from 
Portsmouth, which town you leave 
at six o'clock, and after a tedious 
stage of eighteen miles, over huu- 
ger-giving hills and downs to 
Petersfield, where you fully, expect 
your breakfast, and are as fully 
prepared to enjoy it, you are in- 
formed upon getting down, and 
in the moment of felicitating 
yourself on the approach of a com- 
fortable meal, that you have not 
three minutes to spare, as they 
only change horses there, and go 
eight miles further, to Liphook, 
where the proprietor's inn is, and 
where they will allow you a suffi- 
cient time to breakfast, but not 
before. By the time you reach 
this place, it is half past ten o'clock^ 
and you are fairly worn out and ill 
for want of your morning meal. 

SureW, 
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Surely, if the passen^rs chose to 
-stay and breakfast at Petersfield, it 
%¥Ould become the coachman's duty 
tto wait a reasonable time for them, 
a6 in all these cases the comfort 
and convenience of the passengers 
should be consulted, and not that 
of either the proprietors or coach- 
men.

MANAGEMENT OF PAHTVUHENT 
ANIMALS. 



TTHE Dr. most truly and ratio- 
nally observes in his introduc- 
tion, that " Midwifery, has ob- 
tained an elevated station amongst 
the sciences j and may, on the 
whole, be said, very justly, to^ be 
the best digested> and most ma* 
tured branch of medical knowledge^ 
But, in this exalted state^ it is con^ 
fined within the pales of medical 
practice ; its benefits have not )ret 
l)een extended beyond the htiman 
race of females. The lamentable 
consequences of a treatment com^ 
bined of ignorance and temerity^ 
and too often of cruelty, Jn tbe 
sufferings of Parturient Atiimala^ 
are still proverbial ; and it is still 
somewhat singular that neither ih^ 
improved 'sensibility of human feel*- 
ings, nor the more cogent incen*- 
tive of interest, haw 6ver yet made 
one effort to supplant it.— The in'- 
creased value of animals, that faH 
under the domination of cattle, is 
-an additional motive for tbe exer- 
tion of science and art for tbek 
preservation^ as well as for tbek 
improvement. It admits of no 
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doubt, but that, if one half of the 
mothers, aud two thirds of the 
young that are now lost in Parturi- 
tion, can he saved, it will be es- 
teemed a great individual benefit, 
and of course an important na- 
tional advantage. 

*' Such considerations induced 
the author to begin this work ; and 
the encouragement he has met 
with, from the good opinion of se- 
Teral, whose judgment he cannot 
too highly value, led him chear- 
fully on in its execution. 

" As this work will probably 
fall into the hands of many who 
are unacquainted with the meanuig 
of some of the terms of art un- 
avoidably made use of, a table of 
explanation is subjoined." 



" Diseases to which Animals are 
liable subsequent to Delivery. 
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When, a few days after deli- 
very, the mother is seized with a 
coldness and shivering, succeeded 
by heat and a white tongue, with 
tenderness and swelling of the 
belly, it must be considered a dan- 
herons disease ; and the more es- 
pecially if accompanied with a de<> 
Bciency of milk ; and, unless the 
jnost appropriate medical treat - 
inent be adopted, it is almost sure 
to prove fatal. 

"In the very beginning, bleed- 
ing should be had recourse to 
somewhat freely ; but, afterwards, 
it is not to be admitted. For 
though the disease is inflamma- 
tory, the quality of the inflamma- 
tion is erysipelatous 3 and this in- 
vflammation always terminates ei- 
ther by resolution or by gan- 
grene; and, though bleeding will 
be found a useful remedy early 
in the disease, or. on die in- 
-^amo^atory accession, yet later.

grene. 

" Gently purging, and cooling 
medicines, are chiefly to be relied 
on ) and, in this case, they should 
be exhibited by the mouth, as the 
whole intestinal canal will partake 
of the disease, and should be gently 
euijitied ; the action of the purg- 
ing medicines may, however, be 
promoted by the occasional use of 
clysters, and the belly should be 
frequently fomented with flannels 
wrung out of hot water. 

" So soon as the bowels are 
emptied, the cooling draughts 
should be administered every thtee 
or four hours, and, at night, an 
opiate should suflice till early the 
next morning, when the coolHig 
draughts should be repeated. 

" The bowels should still be 
kept open, by a little castor oil or 
mild aperients, the cooling draughts 
continued through the day, and 
the opiate repeated at night. 

" On the third or fourth day 
after the commencement of the 
disease, the cooling regimen should 
be discontinued, and lightly cor- 
dial and antiseptic draughts sub^ti** 
tuted. 

** If the bowels should be too 
loose, or a diairhaea conie 00, 
which is by no means uncohimon, 
it should be restrained by opiates 
and astringents, exhibited both by 
the mouth and clysterwise. 

" Whenever there is not a suf- 
ficient discharge of urine, the ca- 
theter shouhl be introduced into 
the bladder. 

" Another disease to which ani- 
mals are liable, subsequent to par- 
turition, is that of inflammatiofi 
of the Mammae, or the bag ; knowii 
by heat, pain, and hardness, ac* 
compajiied with obstmcted dis- 
icharge of milk, which. is generally 
thick and stringy ; this lust symp- 
tom. 
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tCHii, however, is to be considered 
an effort rather than a cause of in- 
flaaimation. 

" This disease is inflammatory, 
but of a jdifferent quality to that 
last ttotjced j it is phlegmonous in- 
flammation, and terminates by ei- 
ther resohitioQ, suppuration, or 
gangrene. One or the other of 
the first two are to be pjelerred, 
and the first to the second. 

" If timejy discovered, the re- 
medies approved for the reduction 
of phlegmonous inflammation are 
plainly indicated, such as bleeding, 
purging, cooling medicines, and 
the external application of cold 
saturnine lotions, taking care to 
empty the bag of its milH three or 
four times a day. 

" If, however, it he known, by 
sudden enlargement of one par^ 
ticular part, with increased tender- 
ness and redne«s, that suppuratiou 
is begun, the remedies approved 
lor the promotioa of jth at process 
should be adopted. The bowels 
kept moderately open by aperients, 
the administration of lightly cor.- 
dial draughts, the external appli- 
cation of linseed poultice, after the 
parts have been fomented, ;ippear 
to me best calculated to bring it 
into a state fit for opening. So 
sooQ as there appears a prominence 
in the tumor^ and a fluctuation can 
plainly be felt, it should be opened 
with a sharp instrument, taking 
care as much as possible to avoid 
the teats, or the ducts leading to 
tl^em ; and to direct the incision 
80 as to afibrd a favourable dr^in 
for the discharge. 

'* It should then l>e dressed with 
any mild ointment spread upon 
lint, very gently and easily intro- 
duced into the opening, but not so 
as to plug it up, and the poultice 
applied over all. 



" These dressings should be re- 
moved twice a day, until the swel- 
ling and tenderness subside, then 
the application of some adhesive 
plaister will be sufficient for the 
remainder of the cure; taking 
care, at all times, to place it so as 
to admit of the discharge running 
off, removing it often. Should th« 
parts, at any time, appear dis*. 
posed to inflame, the application 
of a saturnine lotion, over the 
piaister, will be found very service- 
able. 

*' If, instead of an abscess form- 
ipg, the whole substance of the 
bag becomes hard, large, less ten- 
der to the touch, and of a livid 
colour, there will be danger of it 
running into gangrene 5 warm sti- 
mulating fomentations and poul- 
tices should be applied immediate- 
ly, and the animal's strength 8U|>- 
ported by warm aromajtic and tonie 
medicines. 

''It wiU commonly, though 
slowly, terminate by these means, 
throi\gb the process of suppurar^ 
tion; or sometimes a part only 
will run into gangrene. The re-, 
medies just recommended must be 
persisted in un^il the gangrenous 
parts begin to separate from the 
living J and then, the treatment re- 
commended for suppuration should 
be adopted."

Melton v. Cooper* 

'I^HIS was an action on the war* 
ranty of a horse. — ^The plain- 
tiff, who is a considerable dealer 
in korseS| went to Horncastle in 
August last, and purchased a black 
horse of the defendant, a fanner at 
I>incola, for 130l. He was taken 
with a warranty to be sound, and 
sent with a string of horses for 
London. A man named Allen 
went with them from Horncastle 
to Boston, a distance of twentyr 
two iDiles, and then delivered the 
horse bought of the defendant to 
another person, named Witnall. 
The horse, when he arrived at Bos- 
ton, was observed to go rather 
tender with the near fore foot— 
the next day he was more so, and 
by the time he arrived in town 
(nine days) be was quite lame. 
The horse being examined by se- 
veral persons, was declared to be 
imsound. Mr. Powis, a veterinary 
surgeon, examined him at the be- 
ginning of Septem))er, and disco- 
vered that the horse was lame in 
the near foot before. The horse 
was sent bark when the unsound- 
ness was discovered, as not an- 



swering the warranty, and the ien' 
fendant refused him, on the ground 
that be was quite sound when sold. 
The question was, whether the 
horse had come to any mischief 
while going from Horncastle to 
London ? 

The defendant's witnesses proved 
that the horse barl been bought by 
Cooper for fifty guineas, of a Mr. 
Chaplin, who had brought him 
up from a colt ; that be was quite 
sound, tfhd apparently fit for ge- 
neral service to the tiaae he was- 
sold. 

A Veterinary Surgeon, who exa- 
mined the horse when brought 
back, stated, that the lameness had 
been occasion by the way in which 
the horse had been shod, and that 
after bis shoes bad been taken off, 
and others properly put on, the 
lameness was no longer visible, and 
the horse had been since perfectly 
sound. 

The learned Judge left the Jury 
to determine on the contrariety of 
evidence. 

The Jury retired from the Iwx, 
and on their return, found a verdict 
for the plaintiff— -damages 1301.

Vardel v. Black. 

This was an action brought by 
a gentleman residing at Uxbridge, 
against the defendant, a veterinary 
surgeon, to recover sii^ty guineas, 
the value of a blood horse^ killed 
by unskilful treatment, violence, 
and want of pro|>er instruments 
for the operation of bleeding the 
horse, which brought on a morti- 
fication, and caused the death of 
the animal.

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lie could not at first get blood,, and, 
with a view to accomplish his ob- 
ject, struck the bleeding instru-* 
ment so violently, that be did the 
animal injury. The neck swelled, 
and the defendant attempted to 
pass a seething • up the wound. 
For that purpose he put a birch 
twig lip the vein, which would not 
do J he then tried a packing needle, 
which also failed, and resorted to 
another piece of birch stick, hi 
the last application the stick broke 
ki the wound. He then said he 
could not do what was necessary 
to be done without proper instru- 
ments, and he should come next 
day. The defendant came next 
<lay, but could do the horse no 
good. The animal never ate after 
the attempt to bleed him, and four 
clays after the neck mortified, and 
lie died. 

Mr. Sewell, a veterinary surgeon, 
stated that the defendant bad not 
li^d pro|ier instruments; but in 
want of better he might be justified 
in using those be did use. It was 
proved that the horse was sound 
internally when he died. 

There was no defence, and the 
Jury gave a verdict of sixty guineas 
damages, and eosU.

Freeford. The subject of this dis-* 
ease was foaled on Thursday* the 
22d instant: — It bad the appear* 
ance of health, soon acquired 
strength, and became sportive. It» 
appearance on the following day 
was observed to be dull, and to 
make frequent atlenipts to void 
both urine and feces ; it succeeiied 
in passing some hardened excre- 
ment, but I never could learn chat 
more than a few drops of urine 
escaped at one efibit of expulsion. 
It continued about the same till 
the following morning, the 24tb, 
at which time it displayed more 
disquietude, by constantly walking 
about, or moving its binder leg 
obliquely over the other. On the 
24th, about four o'clock in the 
afternoon, it became suddenly jre* 
lieved from pain, and tQok » CQ\is\r 
derabje quantity of milk from itf 
dam. On tl^e^^tb, at ten o*plock 
in the mornings it began (o expev 
rience violent pain, which seemed 
to encrease in violence till nighty 
when it died. I must hexe ob* 
serve, that no attempt to relieve it 
was made, till this day, when $n 
aperient was administered,. and a 
gjpter ordered to be frequently 
injected into the rectum. 

On dissection of the body, the 
bladder was found ruptured in the 
centre of its base ; the rectum 
charged with hardened fec^sj the 
peritoneum of the intestines and 
abdomen strongly marked with 
inflammation ( and the cavity of 
the belly contaiiHng ten or twelve 
quarts of urin^?.

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DISTEBIPER IN DOGS. 

To tlie Editor of the Sporting Ma- 
gazine, 

SIR, 

E knowledge- of a disease be- 
ing generally allowed to be 
half the cure, it would be confer- 
ring a great obligation to the 
sporting world, and more particu- 
larly on those who like myself take 
a pleasure in dogs, if any of your 
Correspondents coald inform me, 
from what cause proceeds the dis» 
ease, peculiar to that species of 
animals, called the Distemper. 
Very few authors, I believe, men- 
tion this > the late Mr. Taplin in- 
deed, declares it to be nothing 
more than a most violent Qbstruc- 
tion in the bowels, for which he 
says be found no cure but by ad- 
ministering glysters, and that every 
case was nearly similar, each, after 
repeated glysters had been given, 
having voided a hard mass com- 
posed of hay, straw, sand^- -&c, ; 
but though he allowed one or two 
to expire by way of ex|>enineut» 
he does not say any thing of hav- 
ing dissected them. A few days 
since I was under the necessity of 
destroying a valuable and favourite 
pointer which was in the last stage 
of this disorder. Wishing to find 
out the seat of the complaint (hav- 
ing at the time two other dogs af- 
fected, though not so violently)' I 
had him opened 3 but after a care- 
ful examination, could not observe 
the least obstruction in the bowels, 
as they contained nothing more 
than the bread and milk he had 
ate just before being seized with 
the convulsions. The only remar^- 
aUe appearance wasj; that the gaH 

UacUhf 
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bladder was extremely large, so 
much so, thai a Veterinary Sur- 
geon, who was present, declared it 
could not be natural ; the liver was 
also large, but good coloured and 
perfectly sound. As it did not oc- 
cur to me that the gall could have 
any thing to do with the disorder, 
I did not examine it so minutely as 
1 should otherwise have done ; 
though, not understanding any 
ching of anatomy, I might have 
overlooked any particular appear- 
ance. It has however lately struck 
me, that the disorder might origi- 
nate from obstruction of the bile, 
more particularly as I have since 
heard from a professional man who 
once opened a greyhound^ that the 
contents of the gall bladder in that, 
was in colour similar to tar. Per- 
haps some of your professional 
correspondents, who have opportu- 
nities, may be induced to examine 
this appearance with more accu- 
racy than I can possibly do, and 
in so doing they may be the means 
of putting some stop to the ra- 
vages this complaint makes in 
every kennel. I should also like 
to know the di£^rent symptoms in 
all the stages of this disorder, all 
three of my dogs being perfectly 
dissimilar, except the husking in 
the throat with which each was af- 
fected. — ^^By giving the above an 
early publication in your Magazine, 
you will much oblige.

JN reply to a Friend to Sporting, 
in page 3, of your last Num- 
ber, respecting a cure for the con- 



vulsive twitchings from the effectt 
of Distemper in Dogs, I beg leave 
to send you tjie following case :— 

In the Spring of 1810, a fa- 
mous poodle bitch, then abeut tea 
months old, caught the distemper, 
either from cold from being shorn 
too early in the year, or from aoo- 
ther dog that came to the house 
and had it very bad. By the as- 
sistance of Mr. Blaine's medicines^ 
the virulence of the disease was 
got over, but the animal remained 
in the most distressing state of 
weakness : so much so, as .to be 
unable to stand, accompanied by 
convulsive twitchings in every part. 
Mr. Blaine advised me to destroy 
her ; but being a great favourite, I 
was loath to do so while a chance 
remained of saving her. A gen« 
tleman who saw her, recommended 
very strongly bathing in cold wa- 
ter, which I determined to tryj 
the evening previous to my com- 
mencing the trial I had her bathed 
and well washed in warm water to 
cleanse the skin, that the cold wa- 
ter might have the greater effect. I 
had a large brewing tub filled with 
spring water, into which I plunged 
her every morning for about siic 
weeks, the good effects of whicfai 
were very visible after th^ first two 
or three days ; and at the expira- 
tion of that time she was perfectly 
recovered, and is now as well as 
ever. — Great care should be taken 
that the animal is rubbed perfectly 
dry, otherwise they would take 
cold, as from their weak state they 
are unable to take the means of 
drying themselves ; and the rub- 
bing no doubt assists in the cure. 
Care should also be taken, that the 
animal is free from mercurial, or 
other medicines, that the cold wa- 
ter might affect.

GREAT FOOT RACE BETWEE3I 
CROSS AND RAINER.* 

XfO sporting- event since the won- 
derful |)ert<i>rmauce of Captarn 
Barclay, at Newmarket^ has en- 
grossed 
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tt>s$ed lor n^ticb attention as that 
ommenced on Suobjfry Common, 
D-Saturday, the 22d inst. at mid- 
ight, betwixt Cross, the above 
eotleman's groom, «nd Edward 
lainer, tbe Kentish butcher, the 
rst pedestrian of the present age> 
^ho gave his antagonist one hour 
] one hundred miles at starting. 
• Two marquees for the pedes- 
riaps were fixed on each side the 
3ad at the starting place, and from 
lie concourse of persons present, 
hd .the number of booths and 
lands, the spot had the appearance 
f a race course. The ground 
ver which the pedestrians ran 
ras two miles out and in. The 
)eu were in excellent condition, 
fter six weeks training j Cross 
nder the imrhediate direction of 
/aptain Barclay, upon the latter*s 
jrstera, and Rainer under the guid- 
nce of R. Grinley. 

Betting was 2 to 1 on Rainer, 
ven betting that the winner did 
be match in 18 hours, 2 to 1 that 
t was done by the winner in I9 
lOurs, and even betting that Cross 
lid it in 18| hours. Cross is about 
10 years of age, and is reported to 
lave once done the 100 miles in 
9 hours. Raiher is about 24, the 
astest 40 miles runner in England, 
tnd had done 60 in training, with- 
mt much fatigue, in very little 
ime. 

At twelve o'clock Cross started, 
md did the first eight miles in one 
lour ten minutes and a half. 
Elainer started at one, and did the 
sight miles in one minute under 
he hour. Cross pursued a steady 
:ourse, and performed 20 miles in 
ibout two hours and fifty-seven 
nmntes, when he halted at his 
narquee about seven minutes, took 
ome refreshment, and proceeded. 
Elainer did his 20 miles in two 
loiirs and a half, and halted for 
I minute or two to change his

shoes. Both men were fresh, and 
making more play than wm ex- 
pected. At 30 miles Rainer break- 
fasted, having previously got with- 
in three miles and a half of bis 
adversary. Cross gained some 
ground at this time by the other's 
stoppage, and he went on fresh at 
the rate of seven miles and a balf 
an hour, on the average. 

After having done 32 railes^ 
Rainer ran in evidently weak, and 
it was soon known after he sot 
into his marquee that he was ill> 
and this brought betting in favour 
of Cross, who was well. Haincr 
remained 20 minutes in his mar« 
quee, and was at this time headed 
more th$in six miles. But he got 
fresh again after funning four 
miles. 

Cross shewed symptoms of weak* 
ness after going 40 miles, and in 
the 46th mile befell, and was.mia-» 
ble to rise : he soon recovered saf- 
ficiently to reach his tent. It was 
ascertained that the tendons belovir 
the calves of the legs had been in- 
jured, but after being rubbed, the 
pedestrian, in the hope of recover- 
ing, went four other miles, and he 
returne<l to the marquee again, and 
wa? afterwards conveyed to . a be J 
at Hampton. This failure is at- 
tributed much to over exerfion.--- 
Captain Barclay accompanied his 
man on foot the first eight miles, 
and afterwards the greater pait pf 
his journey, and he often remindeci 
him he was over-running himself y 
but his reply was, he was doing; 
within himself. 

Rainer. perliaps elated by his 
adversary s failurei was going on 
fresh, and otfered to do nine miles 
in one hour. His object now was 
to do' the distance in id hours, 
and from the play he had made he 
had little more than fiv0 miles an 
hour to accomplish it 5 be was 
often distl-essed, and r^ovefed^ but ' 

M in 
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in going tlie Qinefy-fint mile \n 
17 hours, he fell from exbaiistion, 
and was unable to rise. He was 
conveyed to Captain Barclay's 
marqaeCf wlicre surgical aid was 
at hand, and from thence to bed, 
abo at Hampton. 

Cajtain Barclay gave Rainer 
the use of his marauee, flannels, 
and refreshments, after Cross haii 
broken down. The groom did 40 
miles^ taking off stoppages, in five 
hpisrs and 40 minutes. Two um- 
pires were obliged to remaih in at- 
tendance, to see the finish of the 
match. 

On Sunday, Bainer got fresh, 
and did the remainder of his giound 
in a little more than two hours.

barbarism. 

The love of rural sports, with 
all their appendages of horses, 
dogs, huntsmen, &c. is at present 
carried so far, that the gentleman 
by birth, labours to lower himself 
to the rank of a huntsman, and 
even dresses himself in the garb of 
a groom. It would not, in the 
present day, be surprising, to meet 
a privy-counseQor in the exterior 
of a whipper-ia. He who assumes 
ail the externals of low life, will 
soon exhibit proofs of internal 
abasement. If the peer conde- 
scends to spend his days in the sta- 
ble, and to dress like his groom, he 
will soon differ from him in those 
circtmistances akme, which render 
his degeneracy more conspicuous 
aiid detestable. It will not be 
thought calumny to assert, that 
our own times have exhibited some 
melancholy examples of this dis- 
graceful humiliation. 

A taste for the pleasures of the 
race, is, indeed, justified by the 
example of a most refined people. 
But the Greeks, it is imagined, did 
not adopt it as affording an oppor- 
tunity for gaming. In our age and 
nation, it is warmly patronized by 
the illustrious and noble, not from 
liberal, but mean views; and it 
is frequented by those infernal 
wretches, whose profession it is to 
take advantage of their superior*s 
folly. And these, by a strange 
event, are admitted to familiaiity 
with the great, whose wealth 



they pillage^ and whose principlei 
they corrupt. The stand or gal- 
lery ^ at a' horse-race, has beea 
very justly compared to a Pande- 
monium. 

Rural sports also, when not 
pursued with an intention greater 
than their importance will admit, 
nor as the business of life afibrd, 
are a healthy and a manly relaxa- 
tion. But when all the circum- 
stances which relate to them are 
considered with a seriousness, and 
pursued with an ardour, which mo- 
mentous business only can justify, 
the moralist cannot help lamenting 
that so much industry is misplaced* 
When. they lead the rich and libe- 
ral into company and occupations 
which degrade, their dignity, he 
cannot but express an indignant 
sentiment. He sees with regret, 
at a time when national virtue is 
particularly required, some of those 
who have most influence in a na- 
tion, totally engaged with dogs, 
horses, and grooms. 

To value a noble animal for its 
use, to admire it for its beauty and 
swiftness, to love it for its generous 
alacrity in the service of man, is 
natural and reasonable. It is, in- 
deed, the mark of an amiable dis- 
position, to observe and be pleased 
with the manners and actions of 
the poor animals, whom nature 
has subjected to our command.— 
If fidelity and generosity are love- 
ly qualities, the dog and the horse 
have a peculiar claim to a share of 
affection. But they who circum- 
scribe their ideas within the verge 
of a stable, who prefer the pom- 
pany of their irratiopal animals to 
the society of a fellow creature, 
seem to be in danger of gradually 
assimilating with the nature of 
their beasts, and of acquiring a 
degree of brutal ferocity.

I «ay« per* 
bapSf not have onderatood bis 4i* 
rections, but I am. sure, if I made- 
any mistake, I paid ample iorfeic 
for my dulbsess^ as my faith in Jw 
medicine made me persist in it till 
I lost almost every good dog I had. 
I then, though leluctaotly, changed, 
my system, and from that day £ 
have never lost a dog ia the die- 
temper.-^n tbe cases I have badyi 
I proceeded thus : 

When the husky cough and 
slimy daaeharge from the Bsoiitb 
and nose appeared, I gate tbe dog 
in tbe morning, two lai|^ te** 
spoonfuls of common satt in a ball 
of butter, and led him about till be 
vomited and cleared hia stooiachof 
shme. As somi as he was qniat^ 
I gave the same ^aatity of flower 
of sulpher, and as much powder ol 
antimony as I could lift at ooce o» 
a sixpence. Tbegrealeat diffcultp. 
has always been to get tbe dog to 
eat ; and singular as it may aeem^ 
1 ba?e found loaf bread cruaibied 
into warm tea made with good 
cream, and rather sweet, the most 
grateful food I could give a dog in 
the distemper. Indeed, I have 
hardly ever seen a sick dog refuse 
to cat a little of this, but too much 
must not be pat before him at one 
limcw The greatest attention moat 
he paid to cleanliness in every re- 
»))ect, end I have generally f bought, 
kyiiig tbe dog near a five, had a 
good efiect — hut I never coAfiae 
hijh. 

According to drcumstaiices aad 
the strength of the dog, I gave the 
medtdiie every day, or only everjr 
asoead day. bi the latter ease» I 

sometimea 
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^ftve the suifbttt' witb-> 
out tbe'«ntaDotiy, oa the intcr-^ 
mediate days. But I * am never 
deterred at fint from giving the 
physir, fttom the* disease having 
emoted purging, believing as I doy 
tbftt «doae (Mf this sort is the best 
aDtidotetoa scouring from inter- 
nal disease. I can assure your 
Correspondent that 1 have cvired 
several faigh-bred dogs by these 
ssn^>le remedies, even under the ap- 
pearances be points ont. Not, 
hoifrever, after fits had come on. 
Indeed, this I have had no oppor- 
tunity of trying. 

Ob the letter signed '' Ttro," I 
nostremark, that in the only case 
wliere 1 had a. dog dissected, the 
appearances were very distinct. 
The throat was much swollen, and 
idmost cboahed with slime, and the 
ftotoacb, besides being full of the 
same stulf, had on one side a con- 
skkrableolcer, very much inflamed. 
There did not appear to be any ab- 
•elote obstruction in the bowels, 
hot itt every part the slioie seetned 
to have deprived them of their na- 
tvni toae. I do not suppose this 
to he the appearance in every case, 
h«t finomalil have seen, I am in- 
clined to think that the stomach 
IB principally aftected in the gene- 
rality of case». — 1 am. Sir, yonr

npHIS action was bronglit to re*- 
eover damages for injnry sus- 
tained by the plaintiff, who had 
heen severely bitten by the defend* 



ant*s dog; an animal, wbifh, to 
nse the words of the pleadings^ 
^*' was in the habit of biting and 
worrying ail mankind.'* 

The defendant is a market-gar* 
dener, residing at Camberwell, 
Surrey; the plaintiff is a baker; 
dwelling at the same place. Oil 
the 24th of Septeni}>er last, the 
plaintiff was proceeding through 
Loughborough-house-lane, when 
he met the two sons of the defend<^ 
ant, accompanied by the obnoxious 
dog, an animal of great stiTugth, 
between the lurcher and the bull- 
dog breed. Some altercation took 
place l>etween the parties, and a 
gun which the plaintiff had in hii 
hand was wrenched from him. 
The (]og immediately Aew at him^ 
seized him by the cheek, and threw 
him to the ground. In that sitaa- 
tion, he repeatedly bit him. With 
much difficulty he got away from 
the animal, but his respite front 
violence was of very short dura- 
tion. The dog again seized him^ 
threw him^iuto a dit<4), and woand** 
ed him in various places ; the sons 
of the plaintiff having refused, foi" 
a considerable time, to call him oC 
The plaintiff, it appeared, had re- 
ceived no less than eighteen bites^ 
and was confined to his bed in coa- 
sequen^e, for several weeks. 

The Surgeon who attended th^ 
plaintiff proved the injury he had 
sustained. He was for a coii* 
siderable time in a very perilous 
state. 

Brome, a jpnblican ; Haynes^ a 
constable ; and a boy of the name 
of Appleton, proved the viciou$ 
disposition of the animal. Ttie 
witnesses deposed to their having 
been seriously injured by the do^, 
at different periods, wkhin the last 
two years. Brome and Appletott 
were confined for several months 
m - coii8e<{ueDee. Haynes. applied 

to 
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tsk Mr. Bowles, the Magistrate^, 
who dcsirevl the defendant to pre- 
'vent his dog t'rjm going at large/ 
but of this caution he bad taken no 
notice. 

'Jtbe Attorney-General, for the 
defendant, called a numher of wit- 
nesses, who gave the dog an ex- 
cellent character for mildness and 
forbearance towards the honest 
and inofieiisivc, and for great dis-f 
criminative sagacity in attacking 
thieves. Ail these witnesses, how- 
ever, jon their cross-examination, 
admitted that they had heard of 
tlie injuries sustained by the ^r^ 
sons calleu on the part of the plain- 
tiff;- injuries which they had re- 
ceived from the dog, when peacc- 
&bly walking on the King s high'< 
way. 

Lord Ellenborough summed up 
the evidence, and* the Jury returned 
a verdict for the plaintiff/ damages 
lOOL 
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Tyler v, NichoUs. 

•T'HIS was an action brought to 
recover compensation in da- 
mages for a violent assault. 

The plaintiff, it appeared, was a 
gentleman farmer in the neigh- 
bourhood of Blackheath, and the 
detendanf was a Major in the Ma- 
rines. In April last, the plaintiff, 
accompanied by his sister and ano- 
ther lady, were passing by the 
bouse of Sir John and Lady Doug- 
las, near Greenwich. At the door 
waft the Major on horseback, and 
in uniform, apparently taking leave 
of Sir John and his Lady. As the 
fore- feet of the horse were on the 
pathway, the plaintiff desired the 



Major to rei» hit horse, tbat 
pom|iany might pass, which Jie 
promised to do, but which pro^ 
mise he did not perform. The 
plaintiff then bowed his head, uader 
the neck of the horse, and passed, 
having the young lady under hit 
arm, and calling on his sister to 
follow them, which she did, after 
considerable hesitation. When she 
overtook the j^laintiff, who had- 
advanced about twenty yards, she 
informed him how much she had 
been alarmed, when he immediate- 
Iv turned back, and said to the de* 
fendaut, " If you were a gentle^ 
man, yon would have reined back 
your horse, and permitted the lad- 
dies to pass.** Major Ntchol&ob^ 
served, ' That the plaintiff was a 
d ■ d impertinent fellow/ wmI 
accompanied the obserrattoii by 
striking him a violent blow, with a 
large stick, which be had in hit- 
band. The plaintiff reeled bach 
several paces^ in coute^aence of the 
violence of the assault, and then. 
fell CO the ground, fte remained 
in a state of insensibility for a few 
minutes, and, when he was able to 
rise,* he applied to the defendant 
for his address, who said,- " yon 
shall get neither ad-dress nor re- 
dress from me^ except a good 
borse-whipping, if you are imper^ 
tinent.*' Plaintiff then applied to 
Sir J. Douglas, to know who the 
assailant was-— but Sir John re- 
fused to inform him, observing, 
'' that as he had not seen the 
fracas t and did not know how it 
bad originated, he did not conceive 
himself justified in 'iuteifering.** 
The plaintiff* at length discovered 
tbat the defendant was a Major in 
the Marines, and immediately 
brought his action for the assanlt. 
These facts having been proved 
by the evidence of the young la« 
dies who were in the .plaintiff*s 

' company. 
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«ompany» mt the time the occnr- 
vence took place^ Mr. Topping ad* 
tbrsted the Jary on behalf oH the 
dMendantf He stated, that by the 
|»articular desire of his client, he 
^would call a witness who was pre- 
sent at the time the aliedged as- 
sault took place. What that wit- 
vess would prove, whether it would 
Biake the case better or worse for 
tbe-flefendant, he could not tell. 
It* it had been left to his discretion, 
be certainly should not have called 
a witness 3 but as the command of 
his cUent was imperative upon him, 
he was obliged to proceed. 

He then called a groom, in the 
service of Sir John Douglas, who 
ctoffeosed, that when Major Nichols 
was^called upon to rein back his 
Iiorte, he (the witness) was doing 
-sbmetfaiDg CO the bridle curb, 
That the reason of the defendant's 
not backing the animal wa!s, be- 
caase a Greenwich stage was at 
the moment passing close behind 
him 5 but, notwithstanding, there 
was sufficient room for any per- 
son to pass the horse on the foot- 
path without danger. That the 
plaintiff had proceeded nearly twen- 
ty jards, before he returned to 
Major Nichols, which he did in a 
very menacing manner, flourishing 
hit stick across the defendant's 
face, and exclaiming — *' You are 
BO gentleman !" On this defend- 
ant ki Atf carte fall gently on the 
f^aintiflTs head. He saw plaintiff 
sink to the ground, and saw some 
women pick him up again. He 
then went into the stable, and wit- 
nessed nothing farther. 

The Attorney-General, on the 
part of the plaintiff, descaufedat 
some length on the severity of the 
assault, which was quite unpro- 
voked, and laid peculiar stress on 
the politeness and attention which 
tbefemak sex were entitled to re- 



ceive from those who were iheir 
natural protectors, and more espe* 
cially from gentlemen of the mill* 
tary profession. 

Lord Ellenborough said, that a1* 
though there was no justification* 
circumstances occurring before or 
after ihtgbt be a mitigation. The 
defendant had no right to be on 
the foot-path, which ought to be 
free. It had been stated, that lie 
could not go back further, on ac- 
count of the Greenwich coach : it 
was for the Jury to say, whether 
he was wilfully obstructing it.— 
Nothing but necessity could jus* 
tify him in not making way for the 
ladies. Plaintiff had used words, 
which it would have been better 
he had not ; he meant the words 
'^ you are no gentleman:'* 'butthe 
defendant was highly reprehensible 
in using the wonls ** d— d liar.** 
It was natural that the plaintii^ 
having two ladies under his care, 
should be irritated; and it ap- 
peared that one was a little alarm- 
ed : if he brandished his stick, even 
in a threatening manner, what fol- 
lowed was very disproportionate 
to the offence. — ^Ifwhat was slated 
by the ladies as having occurred 
after the plaintiff was knocked 
down, was true, and which was not 
contradicted by the groom, who 
only swore he did not hear it^ it 
was a very great aggravation, and 
the words were neither becoming 
the officer nor the gentleman. 

The Jury almost immediately 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff— 
Damages lOOl. 
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Matthews v. the West Middlesex Water- 
works Company. 

The plaintiff in this case, who

a- man or woman marries to the 
disinheriting oi their cliihiren> let 
them suffer as in cases of high 
treason. When a woman marries 
a ^man deeply in debt, knowing htm 
so to be, let her be sent to the 
house of correction i^nA kept to 
hard labour for three months ; and 
if he deceived her, and did not let 
her know his circumstances, let her 
be acquitted, and he be doomed 
to beai hemp all the days of bis 
lite. 

These, Sir, and such like penal- 
ties, might prevent many unhappy 
marriages, and the ruin of families. 
If, Mr. Editor, yoa can get them 
passed into a law, you will- deserve 
well of your eoontry, and.be par- 
ticularly esteemed by your's, with 
many et cmteras.

GREAT RACE FOR THE 
DERBY. 



I^PSOM Races commenced oi» 
Wednesday, the 2d of June. 
The display of fashion was not 
great, nor was the sport of the day, 
upon the whole, of the first order. 
On Thursday, being the second 
day of these races, and the most \t^ 
teresting, in consequence of the 
race for the Derby Stakes, at an 
early hour all the avenues leading 

Q from 
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from town to the raot couim who 
thronged with elegant and dashing 
fi^iiipagea^ filled with beauty and 
fashion. There were also no in« 
ponsiderabltt portion of the baur* 
§$ou, wbo^ mounted on their bachA» 
or seated in their gigi^ buggies^ 
t«x-cart8> or dog'carts^ by th«|r 
ettrvettings, croesiugSi and irregn? 
larities^ almost rendered the roads 
im|>as9^b)e. On their arriTal at 
the Downs^ they arranged them- 
selves ip a treble line along the 
riiilingsi on each side of the course^ 
and fhe horses having been taken 
from the vehicles^ the range of 
seats was formed, whidi from their 
extent^ and the splendid appearance 
of their occupants, formed a inost 
imposing and gratifyiug spectacle. 
While the immediatf) vicinity of 
fhe course was thus thfonged, oq 
tht rising ground^ at some dis- 
tance, other visitors bad taken 
their stations, and in many in- 
stances marquees were pitched for 
tbeir accommodation, under which 
the heUe» were most happy to take 
refuge from the scorching rays of 
the s«n> which were almost into- 
Iftiible. Oa other parts of the hill, 
were seen small parties seated like 
gipsies, round hmter-'tacks of pro- 
visions, which, in a place remote 
from the source^ of luxury, be- 
came highly acceptable 3 and 
which, if one might judge from 
the rapidity of their disappearance, 
were enjoyed with peculiar goUt. 
For the accommodation and enter- 
tainment of the less provident qmor 
ternr^^ liooths were stationed in vsr* 
Vious directions, whose ample stores 
oi hams, heef, and other solid 
stomdek furniture, together with 
plenteous supplies of liquors of all 
denominations, from Chantpagne 
to bumble iap^lash, excited their 
aiMietites, and grati^ed their pa- 



Ample time having beennlbilM 
for refreshment, preparatory to the 
commencement of the sport of the 
day, the attention of the aseembled 
multitude was next directed to the 
list of horses whirh were to run for 
the Derby Stakes, which %toQ4 fifft 
in the bill of fare for the day's 
amusement. From this it appeared 
that sixteen had bee^ entered. 

Of thfse^ the first in faronr wis 
8molensko, of whose fame and ee- 
kbrity the sporting world haa of 
late heard much. Towards tbi^ 
fiorse the eyes and eipectationa of 
all orders of the spectatora seemed 
by one accord to be directed* 
Whispers, rumours^ and donbts, 
were heard from various <|oarter8^ 
Qn one side a waveri^ig dispoaition 
was evinced to take the . field 
against tlie fa^urite, and ofers 
were made to accept 5 tq 4 and 
6 to 5 on that side of the qnea* 
tion i W'hile, 00 the other, no ^^ 
position whatever waa evinced to 
meet tl^ese ofl'ers, but, oa the oon« 
trary, the fullest coniidencei na to 
the result of the contest, was ex* 
preseed ; and, at len^h even heta 
were offered on Smolensko agntust 
the field. This general dispoaitioB 
iu favour of Smolensko, of course 
rendered betting rather benvyi 
aod, although a thousand votcea 
proclaimed tbeir wish to take odd^ 
against him, not an offer waanmde. 
The knowing onee, therefore, were 
obliged to have recourse to tlio 
other horses, and tbe odda, * aa 
well as we could coHect them, 
firom the fluctuating offers wbteb 
were made, were as foliovi^f : 

4 to 1 agst Solyman. 

6 to 1 agst Lord Derby. 
500 to 25 agst Lonl Grosvenon 
800 to 100 agst Lord Jersey^ 
500 to 30 agst the Brother toSao. 
And 12 and 15 to 1 agtt the reet 
of the field.

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ixX)io 100 that the first and se- 
cond winner would be named. 
From tbese bettings it will be 
fteeiy tbat next to Su^olensko, So^ 
lyman and Lord Derby ti^ere the 
favourites. 

The report of the accident which 
bad recently happened to Smoleus-^ 
ko, was industriously circulated 
with a view to get odds against 
biiUj hut this failed, as the true 
state of the circumstance had tran- 
spired. It was simply this :»- 
while Smolensko was taking his 
usual exercise on Friday evening 
previous to the race, he trod upon 
a small stone, and bruised the ten« 
der part of his hoof. This bruise 
extended to a corn, which had al- 
ready been formed ; and hence, 
9fter the animal had taken his 
5w^at, it was found that he had 
symptoms of lameness. An invest 
ligation of ,the cause took place tlia 
next iiiorulng, whei\ tbii^shoe was 
removed, the corn c^t, and an 
emollient applied^ which soon re- 
' moved all symptoms of lameness | 
and tlve oext day^ the favourite 
liero of the field was restored to 
bis original vigour and spirit. 
Whatever doubts^ however, might 
have arisen, they were completely 
removed* on a view of the faygu- 
rite, which, together with the 
other horses intended to rug, were 
saddled in the copse, behind Mr. 
l>urand*s house, at a short distance 
from the starting-post. Hither^ 
when betting became slack, an 
immense concourse of amateurs 
flocked to take a view of the ob- 
jects of their solicitjucle, and of 
course, the most anxious desire 
was expressed fo see Smolensko^ 
whoJiad not yet arrived from his 
stables, hut who^ in a few minutes 
afterwards, made his appearance.

Every thing being now In readi-* 
pess, at half-past tnr.ee the horses 
were led to a part of the course^ 
from whence to the winning-post, 
a heat of a mile and a naif i$ 
formed, which U the distance for 
the Derby Stakes. Twelve horseS 
only made their appearance. Lord 
Foley's ch, c. Lord Orosvenor's 
b. c. Mr. T. Scaith's ro. c. and 
Mr. Howorth's ch. c. having de* 
clined running. 

An almost incalculable! numbed 
of horsemen attended at the start* 
ing post, and thfi last bell being 
rung, a fine burst took place. At 
first they all made play^ Solymaa 
taking the lead. Smoleoskp, how- 
ever, who was ridden by Goodison, 
an admirable jockey, soon gairied 
ground, and shot a little a-hea^jl $ 
his competitors kept close to his 
heels, Lprd Jersey almost close in 
with him, and tunning «t score 
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from tbe first start. On coming to 
the sharp tumiug called Taduor^s 
Point, Lord Jersey passed Smo* 
lensko amidst a tremendous shout 
of applause> and kept bis distance 
a few lengths. Smolensko, bow- 
ever, had not yet put forth his 
TigOMr, and Goodison, who seemed 
to know bis horse well, having 
given him the reins, which he bad 
hitherto evidently confined, and 
suffered him to exert the full scope 
of his spirit, he dashed forward 
ivith the rapidity of lightning, 
gained his lost ground, and main- 
tained bis superiority to the end of 
the race, which he won easily hy a 
full length, excelling in his paces 
.and his speed any thing that had 
of late years been witnessed on this 
ground. 

. Never did we witness a more 
anxious enthusiasm than was dis- 
played by the witnesses to tbis race. 
—All seemed to participate in the 
interest of the contest, and when 
the favourite was announced the 
conqueror, a burst of applause wa^ 
neard, which sufficiently evinced 
the earnestness with which they 
regarded his fate. Sir Charles 
Bunbury seemed not to entertain 
the slightest doubts of success 
from the first moment, and when 
be heard that betting was even^ be 
said it was no more than he eX'- 
pected. An immense sum of mo- 
ney was won and lost on this oc- 
casion^ and those who happened 
to be on the wrong side of the 
question, as might be supposed, 
formed a very striking contrast to 
the more fortunate speculators of 
the day. ** Tbey sighed and look- 
ed, and sighed and looked again,** 
and screwing up their mouths into 
a scornful smile, rode off. 

To describe the scene of con« 
fusion which was presented during 
1|fe^ race^ fron\ the. miscellaneous 



body of horsemen, actuated by di£»' 
fereut motives, riding in full speed 
in almost every direction, woukL 
be impossible. Many falls took 
place, some few persons were run 
over, and of consequence a few ac- 
cidents occurred, none, however, 
likely to be attended with any tra- 
gical consequence.

At half-past four a second start 
took place for the Gold Cup. The 
heat was two miles, and one heat 
decided the match.

Defiance was much in favour, 
and at starting took the lead, Oc- 
tavius being the last from the post. 
Defiance maihtained bis advantage 
until be came to the sharp taming, 
to which we have already alluded, 
when Octavius pushed forward, 
and at this moment tfiey were all 
nearly neck and neck, Deilance, 
however^ still maintaining a tri- 
fling advantage. The conteist now 
became extremely spirited, each 
horse put forth every nerve \Vith a 
spontaneous effort, unaided by the 
whip pr the spur, and exhibiting^ 
fr6m the distance to the winning 

post.

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SHOOTING FOR THE 8ILLER 
GUN. 

Cbmmu$icated in a Letter^ dated Xhtti^tes^ 

Junes. 

Y^E anniversary of his Majes- 
ty's birth was celebrated here 
on Friday with more than the 
usual demonstrations of affection 
and loyalty. At noon, the 26th 
regiment fired a feu^da-jaie, and 
the Royal Dumfries Yeomanry 
Cavalry, and Nithsdale Local Mi - 
litia, at present on duty liere, were 
drawn but in parade, and gave 
three cheei-s, &c. &c, 
^ But the great object of attrac- 
tion was the revival, in all its 
wonted formality and splendonr, 
of an ancient festival, peculiar to 
this place, of " Shooting for the 
Siller Gun." This festival is 
indebted for its origin to James 
VI. who presented to the Incoi-po- 
rated Trades, or Craftwnen, of 
Dumfries, a small silver tube like 
th^bftficlof a iHstol, the tempo- 
rary possession of which, as a tro- 
phy, was ordered to> be given to 
the bett aaf ksmen amoag them. 
Hence thefestivaHs called "Shoot- 
ing for the Siller Gun j" and, 
yrith thig title, has been the sub- 
ject of a poem, in Septs verse, by 
pqr townsman, Mr. John Mayne. 
'T|ie jnstitntion itself may be re- 
garded a;s a memorial of the Wa- 
jponshaw— rtbe shooting at butts 
>nd bow-mai^ks, and other military 
sports introduced by our ancestors, 
tk> keep alive the martial ardour 



and heroic spirit of the people. In- 
the true fervour of loyalty, the 
birth-day of the Sovereign is .in* 
variably chosen for the solemnity | 
and, for upwards of half a cen- 
tury, the 4th of June has, at inter- 
vals, been to the inhabitants of 
this town aod neighbourhood the 
day of Jubilee. 

It is now five years since the last 
celebration. John M'Craken, Esq. 
was, on the present occasion, Dea* 
con Convener of the Seven Corpo- 
rations. Indeed it is to his zeal, 
and that of his loyal coadjutors. 
Deacons Hayland, M'George, 
Grainger, Primrose, Woodraas, 
and Selkirk, that the 75th anniver- 
sary of the birth of our good King, 
was celebrated with so much splen- 
dour. The day, cloudless and se- 
rene, was uncommonly propitious 
to their wishes. Their drums hetft 
to arms at four o'clock in the mornr 
ing. At six, the joy-bells rang : 
the Union Flags were then dis- 
played from the steeples, and the 
different trades were under arms, 
and assembling at the houses of 
their respective Deacons, or Heads- 
men, where they were welcomed 
with a glass of whiskey, as a morn- 
ing whet.

Letter recehred from Lisbon 
communicates the following 
distressing particulars of an event, 
arising out of a fatal propensity for 
gaming:—'' The circumstances 
relating to the conduct, and sub- 
sequent execution Of a Midship- 
man, of bis Majesty's ship Impe- 
tueux, have been incorrectly stated 
in the Journals that have reached 
ns from England. His name waa 
Howe, and be was the son of a 
ligbly-respectable Clergyman in 
England; but be had unfortunately 
imbibed an infatuating passion for 
|;a0ibling> which became his ruin, 
though it was almost unaccompa- 
nied by any other vice, up to the 
commission of the crime for which 
W life was forfeited. He had 
been some time constant in his vi- 
sits to the gambling house at Lis- 
bon, called, not very inappropri- 
ately, /' Hell;" and his ilMuck 
here drew from him all his money, 
notwithstanding he was constantly 
supplied, indiependent of his pay, 
by the generous bounty of his 
friends. 

*' It appears that, on the morn- 
ing of the day he committed the 
nuirder, he went to a shop at Lis- 
bon, and asked for a pair of pis- 
tols, but not having sufficient mo- 
ney to make a purchase, he bought 
li^ hammer and chisel; and then 
went on board the Mary schooner 
"(tender to the flag ship) in the Ta- 
gus, and took away the pistols be- 
wnging to the Commander of that 



vessel. Witli these lAstrumen(t % 
his possession, he went to the 
house of his friend, Mr. Seark, a 
raercbant, who had gone out with 
his family to dinner, and desired 
the servant (the only person in th« 
house) to bring btm some wine' 
and water; which lie having drank', 
he began to break open- the bu- 
reaus, and plunder them 6f what 
money they contained. The scr^ 
vant soon after entering the room, 
he instantly shot him dead, annf 
left the boose. 

It is thought he would nerer 
have been charged with the deed,- 
but having, in the hurried state of 
his mind, left the hammer amf 
chissel nt the room, these instrti- 
ments led to bis detection, and af- 
terwards established his go3t, hf 
the shopkeeper s\i^earing they wen* 
the same he had sold to Mr. Hovre, 
a few hours before the murder took 
place, and which stood as an en^ 
try on Bis books. He was executed 
foir the crime according to the Por- 
tuguese law, upon a common^ gal^ 
lows ; his heati afterwards cut off

Lawrence^s History and JDdi-' 
neatitm of the Hone* 

rjROSSiNG, or intermixing the 

blood of different racing breeds, 

has ever prevailed upon the turf ; 

jftmtifoia what baa been said, it 



will be understood, that tucb 
crosses must still be ever within tb« 
palu of tbe southern, or racing' 
species -, and not, as it has often 
been su]>posed, that racers bava 
been produced by crossing the 
southern with our own indigenous 
breed. Crossing is a rational prac- 
tice, when adopted with the view 
of an interchange of requisite qua* 
Iffications, external or internal i 
such as the union of speed and' 
stoutness, slenderness and sub- 
stance, short, and long, shapes. 
Lidependently of these considera- 
tions^ which, indeed, 1 believe, 
have seldom weighed much in 
))ractice, some benefit may be de- 
rived from tbe usual ciosses, since 
difterent breeds are likely to differ 
in qualities. Thus our jockiei 
always deemed the elder blood a 
proper cross for that of the €ro- 
dolphin Arabian; and it must' 
doubtless be a good' cross, to in-^ 
termix the 'Arab and Barb, or 
those varieties which reciprocally 
partake most of both ; neverthe- 
less, an adherence to the practice 
cannot be held indispensably neces- 
sary, on any sound theory: nor 
need any disadvantage be appre- 
hended from coupling horses and 
mares of tbe same breed or family^ 
even the nearest relatives, upon the 
principles above and hereafter laid 
down. I have often heard of, and . 
indeed seen, miserably leggy and 
spindled stock, resulting from such 
a course, but other very visibla 
oausesi existed for tbe result. Ac- ' 
cording to the adage, ^* Like pro- 
duces like," we ought to follow 
form and qualification: and if a 
brother and sister, or a father and 
daughter, excel, in those respects, 
all others within our reach, we 
may conjoin them with good ex- 
pectations, for aught I know, to 
the end of the chapter; and tlie 

f^rcjudiCQ^ 
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fre^dictA fear of adopting this 
practice^ has often led our breeders 
into the error of adopting an in- 
ferior form^ from the pesumed ne- 
cessity of a cross. Nature, in her 
course, will spontaneously produce 
variety. Such practice is common 
with our cattle breedeis. The 
horse called Jig of Jigs, in the 
same year with Sampson, was got 
by Jig, out of his own (Jig*s) dam, 
and the sire was hut three years old, 
and bad not been trained at the 
time of the cover. He was after- 
wards a good Plate-horse, cover- 
ing mares in the spring of each year 
of his running. J ig of Jigs proved 
likewise a winning racer. The 
Earl of Egremont, I am informed, 
has occasionally bred in and in. 

Experience teaches us to hold, 
that like produces like, and, est in 
equis patrtim virttis, the virtue of 
his ])rogenitors descends to the 
horse ; but it would he unreason- 
ahie in this particular case, tu look 
for an exemption from those for- 
tuitous exceptions, which ever at- 
tend general rules. Let us re- 
hearse some of the difficulties, un- 
der which we are placed by these 
variations ef nature from her ge- 
neral course. The produce of the 
truest, best-brwl, and best-shaped 
racers, will often be inferior in 
form and qualifications, and even 
totally worthless. Of two full 
brothers, one shall be a capital run- 
ner, th^ other unable to race. A 
horse shall be a capital racer, yet 
quite worthless as a stallion ; ano- 
ther, although unable to race him- 
self, shall get the highest formed 
racers ; the same of mares. Ex- 
amples of these facts are without 
end. Snip and Blank were poor 
racers, although the former is said 
to have been t borough -shaped | yet 
they have proved their title to rank 
•mongaft our most capital stallipot. 



On the other hand, Qimcrack, 
Shark, Damper, and many others, 
although true and successful run- 
ners, never paid their way as stal- 
lions. 

But to fill up the measure of our 
perplexities in this case» a true- 
bred and thorough -shaped horsa 
shall have the best mares put to 
him, and in a coui-se of years, shall 
not get a nag good enough to win 
a leather plate ; when, all on a 
sudden, for it seems there is m 
well a tide in the affairs of horses 
as of men, the same horse shall 
produce a racer, to challenge for, 
and win the whip over Newmarket. 
Numerous are the instances of this 
kind. That of the Godolphin 
Arabian has been already recitecfj 
that famous stallion had been a 
mere cast-away, and was used as a 
teazer. The afterwards so highly 
celebrated Marske, was in so low 
repute, during his early years, as a 
stallion, that I have been credibly 
informed, there was plenty ofgaU 
loways and ponies of his get, run- 
ning about Windsor Forest, the 
covering fee for which did not ex- 
ceed half-a-gjuinea ; yet Lord Ab* 
ingdon advertised old Marske, in 
his latter days, to covier, at two 
or three hundred guineas a mare. 
Sprightly, although a winner at 
Newmarket, was not fortunate 
enough to win the good opinion of 
his proprietor, and was ordered 
from the training to the hackney 
stable, and afterwards for sale, to 
the best bidder. The groom, hV>w» 
ever, judging, probably, differently 
of him, kept the horse on, under 
the pretence of mending his con» 
d it ion fur sale, and taking him to 
Chester, won a plate with him 
very easily ; after which, he won • 
great number, losing his last hard* 
contested race, only from extreme 
latneneu.

Exclusive 
of great and eminent single quali- 
ties, it is more profitable to have a 
Titcer with a well-apportioned mix- 
ture of each ; but of the two, the 
horse with ready speed will win 
niore money than the slow good 
one. I have heard arguments in 
former days, at Jack Medley's din- 
ners, in support of the old notion. 
That all difference in the nature of 
horses, relative to speed and stout- 
ness, was suppositious and chime- 
rical. But what becomes of facts, 
in the logic of these reasoners ? 

As to the paces and action of 
the thorough-bred horse^ it has 
heen already observetl, that his 
strokes are too long to admit of his 
excelling in the trot* his paces are 
the walk and gallop, and when used 
iipon the road, or in the field, the 
canter. There is a material and 
usual distinction in the action of 
this species of the horse 3 they are 



sometimes strtders, and in the old 
phrase, daisy- cutters -, or they have 
a shorter and more active stroke, 
bending the knee, and lifting their 
feet dear of the ground. Joined 
With an apportionate power in the 
loins, activity and throwing in of 
the haunches, the most extensive 
strides must certainJy cover the 
greatest quantity of ground in a 
given time ; and horses so qaali- 
fie<l have been the great conquerors 
on the tnrf, behind whom, all their 
cotemporaries have licen com}>«lled 
by ntiture and fortune to keep a 
rrspectfnl distance. Of this supe- 
rit>r order were Flying Childers and 
Eclipse, the greatest striders, as 
well as the swiftest animals of 
which nature has hitherto exhibit- 
ed an example. But great strtders 
often over -reach themselves ; their 
hinder quarters do not follow virith 
sufficient energy, they loiter upon 
the ground, and lose time whilst 
covering space. Such will always 
be beaten by the more active horse, 
with a moderate reach : the supe- 
riority of the latter, indeed, is mat- 
ter of calculation, his greater num* 
her of strokes, in the end, covering 
a greater quantity of groimd in the 
8ai!5e period of time. Daisy-cut- 
ters are those which go with the 
knees so straight and extended, 
that they skim along the ground, 
shaving the surface with their 
hoofs, and if they are the truest 
racers, they are obviously the 
least calculated for any other pur- 
pose. 
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COtyRT OP KING*8 BENCH, JULY 15. 
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HIS was an action to recover 
141. as the price of a horse told 
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by the plaintiff, a farrier, at En- 
field, to the defendant, the pro- 
prietor of a stage-coach running 
to that place. It appeared, that t\\e 
horse had heen sold to the defend- 
aiit under a warranty of soundness ; 
but the statement of the plaintiflF's 
own witnesses proved, that in two 
or three days atter the defendant 
had him in his possession, he hav- 
ing driven him one journey to Lon- 
d(>n, he was seized with a jogging 
under the throat, and a running 
at the nose. The defendant, on 
discovering this circumstance, sent 
to the'jdaintiff, to say he feared tlie 
horse was glandered. The plain- 
tiff's son came to look at him, and 
•afid, it was nothing more than a 
cold, and gave him something, 
witli which to rub his throat. 
Soon after^ however, two of the 
best horses the defendant had in his 
liable were seized with the glau- 
d'ers, and died ; and it was with 
the greatest difficulty he prevented 
the riistemper spreading amongst 
the rest of his stud.

Carlos in a farm, at Stockton, that 
he (Mr. Beevor) was about to clear 
the premises at Bergh Apton, of 
the stock of Mr. Carlos. That in 
consequence of this message Tur- 
ner immediately repaired to the 
Parsonage, at Bergh Apton, whei« 
he arrived at about nine o'clock ia 
the evening, and found Mr. Bee- 
vor, who accosted him to the ef- 
fect of the before-mentioned mes- 
sage, desiring him immediately to 
clear the house and premises of 
Mr. Carlos's things, or that he 
(Beevor) should turn them into 
the street on the following morn- 
ing, and if any one dared to inter- 
rupt him he would blow their 
brains out. Turner then asked 
him if he might put his ass in the 
yard, which Beevor refused, and 
said if he dared come on the pre- 
mises, he would break every bone 
in his skin j apd on Turner's at- 
tempting to entcK the gate, he 
struck him on the breast, apd 
drove him back into the road^ 
where a scuffiie ensued^ as the pro- 
secutor

Court Martral assemMed at 
Portsmouth last month, to try 
the aboveOfficer, on several tharges 
enumerated in the sentence below: 
On Monday, cbe 21st of June, the 
Couit re-assembled, to deliberate 
U|>oh the evidence adduced, and 
adjudge his sentence ; of which the 
following, with the approval of the 
Lords Commissioners of tlie Ad- 
miralty, is a copy :

trial of Second Lieutenant John 
Delap, on divers charges unbe« 
Qoming the character of an Officer 
and a Gentleman, behaving with 
contempt and disrespect to Lieu- 
ten an t-Oeneral Elliott, his supe-

rioT Officer, and for using to him 
expressions highly mutinous and 
insolent, and lifting up a weapon, 
and offering violence to him j and, 
lastly, for deserting from his Ma- 
jesty's service : and whereas it ap- 
pears by the sentence, that the 
Court having maturely and delibe- 
rately weighed and considered the 
evidence in support of the prose- 
cution, as well^as what the pri-

. On Saturday^ the 26tb, at ten 
o'clock, the sentence was carried 
into execution. All tbe Officers 
and men at quarters having been 
ordered under arms. Lieutenant 
Pelap was brought from bis room, 
in custody of tbe Officer on guard, 
and placed in tbe centre of a hollow 
sqiiarej which tbe troops had 
formed. The sentence was then 
read by the Judge Advocate, 
(Lieutenant and Adjutant Patten); 
-and the Drum-Major cut the epau- 
let from off his shoulder, and his 
sash from round his body. Ge- 
neral Winter (tbe President) then 
addressed the corps in an im- 
pressive manner, and, with feel- 
ings worthy of the British sol- 
dier, pointed out the evils of in- 
subordination, and adverted to 
the case they bad just witnessed, 
as a proof that no rank was above 
the reach of the law. He in- 
formed Mr. Dclap, that it was bis 
good conduct in the action be- 
tween the Java and Constitution 
(American frigate) that had alone 
averted an additionally disgraceful 
circumstance that would have been 
included in the sentence — that of 
having his sword broke over his 
bead. Mr. Delap was then led 
out of the Barracks by a Serjeant's 
guard. The whole was conducted 
in a manner that was calculated 
to proiluce every degree of ef- 
fett.

Lord EUenborough, C. J. This 
is no evidence against this defend- 
ant upon the charge of using a 
greyhound for killing the game.

This is not a solitary 
amusement ; and there is nothing 
to prevent a qualified person from 
taking others with him to aid him 
ia the pursuit of the game, and he

The learned 
Judge's first thoughts were best. 
If, indeed^ an unqualified man used 
his own greyhound for the purpose 
of shooting, though in the same 
company with a qualified person, 
the ca^e would admit of a different 
consideration.

Perhaps after all, the chief 
difference exi2>ts in the necessarily 
different dispositions of the old

ing, or misjudging, by the analogy 
bf self, and feeling by internal evi- 
dence, how much better the} them- 
selves were in former days than 
iQ the present, take it for granted 
that such imiftt have been the case 
with every thing else j and of the 
young flats of our own times, who 
know nothing, whether of horses 
or men, beyond their oivu me- 
faiory and ex|)erience^ and who, in 
conrse, prefer every thing that t«, 
or happens to be^ the crack of the 
day. With the exception, then, 
'perhaps, of Childers, Bonny Black, 
and JSclipse, we may pronounce 
tbat, in all resjiects of size and 
strength, and speetl and goodness, 
in the race horse, there has been a 
pretty fair equality throughout 
the last fifty or sixty, or nearly one 
hundred years. Daring all that 
period, the English race horse has 
i>een generally bred to a consider- 
able, sometimes to a great size^ 
accompanied with great ability to 
carry weight, as may lie exempli- 
fied in many of the present time. 
Still we are at fault, as to the par- 
ticular point of superiority, purely 
as racers, and I should be glad if 
some of your many practical cor- 
respondents would prove the equa- 
lity or otherwise, of the best racers 
of the present and the last ten 
years, with those of former days, 
which I have already quoted -, giv- 



ing us either such proofi u har^ 
been acttialty exhibited by the stop- 
watch, or by analogy of pejform- 
ances, with respect to success. ]f*or 
example, has any horse within tbe 
last ten or fifteen years run the 
single mile in as short a time, as it 
was formerly run by Firetail anrl 
Pumpkin ?

much more than has been usual,

These wretched 
thjck-sculls, or paper-sculls, to he 
sure have the merit of a hrave im- 
partiality, for they expose their

^Unfortunate victims of their folly j 
but their impartiality, no doubt, 
would be Carried a step farther, 
did they possess the power to re- 
flect how unfair a proceeding it is, 
to put their worthless heads in 
competition with such as may 
possess the valuable furniture of 
common sense. And farther, they 
ought to be reminded that the silly 
and worthless cannot always take 
the benefit of a proverb, which 
says, " Fools always have luck, 
and that nought is never in dan- 
ger ;" since sculls, however thick, 
may chance to get cracked, and 
fortune may sometimes forget her 
iisual favourites.

reflection upon the mischiefs he 
may eventually bring upon others, 
as well as himself, in life and limb 
and property, by ^ careless an|l 
hair-brained conduct, aiul a breach 
of those necessary rules, laid down 
for the comfort and preservation 
of all the spectators and actors in 
the joyous and interesting scene. 
A man ought to make it a ])oiilt of 
honour and conscience, as well as 
of prudence> not to cross the 
course at an interval when there is 
even a possibility of coming in 
contact with the race horses, by 
which not only the attention o£ 
the jockies is snatched from its 
object at the most impressive mo- 
ment, but their lives and limbs^ 
and those of their horses, probably 
of the highest value, imminently 
endangered. Nor otight any man 
to ride an unruly hoi-se, far less 
drive such in harness, upon a pub- 
lic race ground, nor ride or driv^ 
in such manner as to lose the. 
command of his horse's mouth. 
But as all good counsel and cau- 
tion is thrown away upon persons 
of a certain description, the addi*^ 
tion of other preventive and cor- 
rective means is absolutely neces- 
sary to the common safety. It is 
on this bend, finally, that I address 
myself to those immediately con- 
cerned, to the Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen of the Turf, submitting to 
them the pressing and instant neces* 
sity of some efiectual regulations, to 
be persevered in, with the utmost ri- 
gour, against trespassers of every 
rank and degree.

The Diary of each year it giveQ 
by the author j and the general 
tenor of the items, is similar to the 
following hi 1796 :

then becofl»ing a praprietor, pro-

komiilg days, and of the hares 
killed during every season^ nay, 
he further goes to say, to whom 
the hares killed were given. Some 
^servations are oecasionally made 
on the close of the bunting season 
by Mr. B. bnt as they are mostly 
in relation to the local circum- 
stances of the bunt, I shall not 
Ttfcite tbem ; now and then a quo- 
tation from SpmerviHe, &c. takes 
off the dullness of repetition in the 
Diary. In bis observations at the 
close of 1806 and I8O7, Mr. Beard 
remarks as follows:

little of him since that period, and 
Kot much oi Mrs. Goodall. 

Mr. Dolmin,, hatter, of St 
Janies*s-street, knew the plaintilF 
and his wife twenty years ago.-^ 
Tiiey appeared to li^te perfectly 
happy together. He bad never 
seen the defendant till very Tecent- 
ly. He was always extremely 
glad to receive the visits of Mrs. 
Goodall, which would not have 
been the case if her character ap^ 
peared to him in an uufavouralHe 
light. Sbe always conducted hen> 
self in t he jiiost respectable manner. 

Mr. Doliuin was lu^ossf-exaraiiv- 
ed by Mr. Scarlett, tie «tated^ 
that the plauitiUhad gone abroa4 
very lately, iie j(the witness) in* 
duced hitB .to settle an annuity 00 
his wile, vvhich he had done. He 
believed that Mrs. Goodall had re- 
ceived remittaiK'es from her bus* 
hand. Sbe had many difficulties 
to encounter, which she had sur- 
mounted in a very^praise-wortliy 
maniwii*. Her hu8i>and had been a 
prisoner of war, and, during his. 
absence, she conducted *his afiaira 
wi^h great prudence. 

Mr. Little de|»osed, that Jie%WAS 
well ac(|ualnted with Mr. and Mrs. 
Goodall. He was .|mrticMlurIy in- 
timate with them from 4he yt'«r 
1600 'up to the spring of ]B1U. 
They ap[>eared to be a most aitec- 
tionate couple. 

i\lr. Lnurie, 4)f ^he house of 
Whittle and Laurie, was i,utimale 
with Mr. and Mrs. ^Goodall : they 
seemed to live in perfect harmony. 

Mr. Bftiipjster, tbe comedian 
4 a 21 deposed^ 
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deposed, that he was acquainted 
with Mr. and Mrs. Goodall^ for 
twenty years. During part of 
that time, Mrs. Goodall bad an 
engagement in London. The plafn - 
tiff appeared veiy much attached 
to bis wife, whose conduct was of 
the most exemplary description. 

On his cross-examination, he 
stated, that he ,had seen Mr. and 
Mrs. Goodall in their own house, 
after the season. Mr. Goodall was 
in the habit of attending his wife 
home from the theatre. He (the 
M'itness) was attended by a dresser 
of the name of Joe, He might 
liave accompanied Mrs. Goodall 
home, but he did not recollect such 
a circumstance. 

On his re-examination by the 
Attorney- General, Mr. Bannister 
•statffd, that he sboidd not think 
there, was any impropriefy in the 
dresser seeing Mrs. Goodall home, 
if she happened not to have a 
/ friend ready to protect her through 
the streets. It did not stril^e him 
as being at all objectionable 5 and 
if he had, under such circum- 
stances, directed the dresser to see 
her home, he did not think it cou^d 
be looked upon as an insult. 

Trainer, the landlord of 
the White Horse Inn, at Uxbridge, 
deposed, that on the* 24th of July 
last a gentleman, whom he since 
understood to be the defendant, 
came to his house on horseback, 
and ordered a post chaise for Salt- 
hill, and back. In the evening he 
returned with a lady, whom he now 
knew to be Mrs. Goodall — they in- 
quired for a chamber, and were 
shewn into one— thev remained 
there all night, and, in the morn- 
ini;, breakfasted there — ihey or- 
iloied the carriage to proceed to 
Windsor, by the way of Datchet- 
bri(lge — they were informed that 
that route was considerably out of 



the way, but Mr. Fletcbev pei^- 
sisted in bis intention. 

Sarah £d wards, the chamber- 
maid at the White Horse, deposed, 
that Mr. Fletcher and Mrs. Good- 
all slept at her master's house on 
the night of the 24tb of July. 

William Hestler, the driver of 
the chaise hired by Mr. Metcher, 
deposed, that, before he eame to 
Windsor, Mrs. QoodiiU was set 
down. 

The |H)stmaster of Windsor 
proved, that Mrs. Croodnll had 
assumed fictitious names while she 
resided in that town. Letters 
were addressed to her as Mrs. Mel- 
lon, and as Mrs. Stanton. 

Mr. Thompson deposed, that 
during the plaintiff'.s absence from 
the country, he had been niade a 
bankrujit. He returned on (he 
thirty-ninth day, and surrendeSed 
himself. Mr. Fletcher was his at- 
torney and agent in money mat- 
ters. From time to time lar^e 
sums of money came into his hand, 
on account of the plaintiff. He 
recollected him to have received 
the sum of 17,7001. being the net 
proceeds of the cargoes of four 
vessels, wl^ich the plaintiff had 
sent from Hay ti to this country. 

On his cross-examination by Mr. 
Scarlett, he stated, that Mr. Good- 
all had, he believed, gone out as 
Supercargo of a ship belonging to 
Mr. Fletcher. The Learned Coun- 
sel was proceeding to ask some 
questions, with a view to proves 
that the plaintiff was indebted to 
the defendant, when he was inter- 
rupted by 

The Attorney-General, who ob- 
served, that his Learned Friend, if 
he pleased, might assume, that the 
plniiitiff was indebted 100,00Ol. to 
(be defendant; for the admission 
could not at all serve the latter in 
the present case. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Scarlett proceeded to exa- 
snne Mr. Thompson, as to the pe- 
jriod when the plaintiff procured 
the cooimaud of a post-ofiice pack- 
jet: and observed, that the expres- 
sion, about getting Mr. Goodall 
ogt of the way, which was to be 
found in one of the letters, referr 
red to that circumstance. 

Four letters were then ])ut in, 
and read, the tenor of which may 
l)e collected . from the Attoi ney - 
Generars speech, the band-writing 
Laving been proved to be that of 
•Mr. Fletcher. 

Mr^Scarlett, on the part of the 
clefendant, adchessed the Jury at 
considerable length. He contend- 
ed, that the letters which had been 
given in evidence, ought to be left 
out of their consideration, I)ecau8e 
they wwe all written after the al- 
leged connexion between the par- 
ties had t^ken place. They could 
not be consi<lered as the instru- 
ihents of seduction 3 on the con- 
trary, be thought they placed the 
conduct of the defendant in a very 
honourable light, since it was very 
clear from their contents, that he 
had no intention of abandonins: 
tlie woman, whom he had seduced. 
He then proceeded to state, that 
the plaintifir*s constitution, when 
he arrived in this country, was in 
such a deplorable state, in conse- 
quence of his irregularities when 
'abroad, that it was impossible for 
Lis wife to cohabit with him. In 
order to prove this, he called 

Mr. Henry Turner, surgeon, of 
King-street, Holborn, who attend- 
ed' the plaintiff in Dec. 1811 — 
he had previously been attended 
by a Mr. Nicholson, in Wales ; by 
I)r. Reilly, in Windsor; and by 
Surgeon Cline. The evidence of 
this, witness, as well as of Dr. 
Reilly, is of too indelicate a na- 
ture to be detailed. The great ob- 



ject of their examination was to 
specify the complaint with which 
the plaintiff was afflicted, who it 
appeared bad been, when in the 
West Indie?, poisoned by afemale, 
through jealousy. 

Mr. Parsons deposed, that, in 
I8O9, the j)laintiff was in the ha- 
bit of sleeping at the Hummums, 
and he bad frctjuently dined with 
him at taverns. 

The Attorney-General observed, 
that this evidence was decidedly in 
favour of his client. His sleeping 
at the Hummums, where it >va8 
well known women were not ad- 
mitted, was a proof of his con- 
tinence. 
The Attorney-Gen. having replied. 

Lord Ellenborougb said, the only 
questions, were as to the aggrava- 
tions or extenuations attending the 
commission of the offence, there be- 
ing no doul)t as to the fact itself. 
As to the aggravations, there was 
sufficient that the plaintiff and his 
wife, who had borne him a family 
of seven or eight children, lived hap- 
pily together; and that she bad 
conducted herself with propriety 
in a profession where she was likely 
to experience temptations. De- 
fendant, too, had been in the con- 
fidence of the husband, which was 
a strong aggravation of his offence. 
Then, as to the extenuations j the 
circumstance of the letters having 
passed subsequently to the commis- 
sion of the offence, formed no ex- 
tenuation. The only other extenu-* 
a t ion alleged, v.-as the infidelity of 
the husband when abroad. That, if 
proved, might surely go in diminu- 
tion of damages ; but there was no 
evidence of the fact ; on the con- 
trary, the circuinstanccs adduced in 
evidence rather went to disprove it. 
He left the case with the Jury. 

The Jury immediately found for 
the plaintiff— Damages, 50001.

ON THE SIBILLATION OF RAC-

SIR, 

"pVERY person who has been la 
a stahle of race horses, whea 
they are stripped, and the grooms 
dressing ihem with the currycomb 
and brush, must inevitably hav^ 
noticed that sihillation or hissing, 
proceeding from the mouth of each 

D (I grooKD^ 
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gi'oom, like tbe quenching of a red 
hoc horse shoe, resounding in full 
chorus, from one end of the stable 
to the other. Tbe same is ob- 
servable also in hunting stables^ 
and indeed, to proceed from most 
men, whilst they are dressing a 
horse, but never in so loud and re- 
gular a strain, as from the thorough 
bred racidg groom. It is a curi- 
ous> and too often a melancholy 
cooGlideration, how things pass on 
currently in life, without notice or 
examination, which are kept down 
by the leaden weight of established 
custom. Tbe present, however, 
belongs to the laughable cases. 
Accustomed all my life to this 
sis— -siB— -ss— i— -SB, it never struck 
me in any other view, than that I 
found, when I took it into my 
head to rub a horse down, which I 
sometimes did with a favourite, 
that I could not for the soul of me, 
sis so loudj or in so regular and, 
sonorous a key as the better trained 
and longer winded grooms. But 
one day, I was suddenly led to a 
idore intimate reflection on this 
most important subject, by the fol- 
lowing circumstance: — A friend 
of mine bred to the sea, and utter- 
ly unacquainted with horses, ac- 
companied me into a racing stable 
mt Epsom, where, after his admi- 
ration of the beauty and delicacy 
of the race horses, and of the very 
"precise order in which they were 
kept, nothing attracted him more 
forcibly, than the sissing of the 
boys, whilst currying and brushing, 
which he seemed inclined to com- 
pare to the seaman*s singing out 
jiis heaving of the lead. He said, 
be had no doubt the custom was 
so strong, that take away his sis 
i'rom the groom, and he would not 
be able to dress his horse with half 
Yis accustomed vigour and eftecu 
Thif gentleman's rf uarks^ stranger 



as he was to every thing rel«flv# 
to stables and horses, furnished' 
me, who was bred up among them, 
with new ideas. 1 began to re- 
flect, for tbe first time, why our 
grooms make such a confounded 
buz *, and why tbey could not, just 
as well, do their work quietly and 
in silence; and it then easily oc- 
curred to me, that although tb« 
practice may have long been the 
mere residt of custom and educa- 
tion, and tbat probably, few would 
be provided with an answer, were 
it demanded of them, why they do 
it, yet it at first, might originate 
in a weightier motive. What was 
that ? Why, iherely to blow from 
their muns and prevent their swal- 
lowingy the loose hairs and dust 
which they brushed off the horse.

TURKISH GAMEOFDJERID. 

nPHE following description of the 
Turkish Game of Djerid, wc. 
select, for the amusement of our 
readers, from Mr. Hobhouse's Tour 
in Albania, lately published :«— 

" The spot was crowded witU 
Turks mounted on horses stiperblr 
caparisoned, the Musselim himself, 
with the chief Agas of the city, 

being 
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Ueing among the number ; several 
slaves^ chieBy blaclUy were attend- 
ing on foot. £acb of the riders 
inras furnished with one* or two 
djerids, (strait white sticks^ a little 
thinner than an umbrella stick, less 
at one end than at the other, and 
about an ell in length), together 
with a thin cane, crooked at the 
bead. The sport soon began. The 
Norsemen, perhaps a hundred in 
nnmber, galloped about in as nar- 
row a space as possible, throwing 
the djerids at each other, and shout- 
ing : each man selecting an oppo« 
iient who had darted his djerid, and 
wtLS for the moment without a 
iveapon, rushed furiously towards 
bim, screaming " Olloh ! OUoh V* 
The otber fled, looking behind him, 
and the instant the dart was launch- 
ed, either stoofied downward, aU 
niost touching the ground with his 
head, or wheeled bis horse with an 
inconceivable rapidity, and picking 
up a djerid with his cape, or taking 
one from a running slave, in bis 
turn pursued the enemy, who 
'l^heeled instantly on throwing his 
djerid. The greatest dexterity was 
requisite and practised, in order to 
avoid the conrurrenee of the dif-» 
ferent parties, and to escape the 
random blows of the djerids, which 
were flying in every direction. — 
The chief performer was a Mame- 
luke slave, mounted on an Arabian 
courser, whom I observed gene- 
rally engaged with the Musselim, 
bimself a very expert player. His 
djerid flew with a celerity «lmost 
sightless, perhaps for an hundred 
yards, and when it struck against 
the high back of the flying horse- 
man's saddle, sounded throiigl^ ail 
the field. He would wheel in as 
0mall a space as would suffice for 
an expert skaiter ; and not uufre- 
quently he caught the flying dje- 
rids in the uifj^ aod n^etur^ed them 



at his pursuer, before the other 
could have time to turn his horse. 
— The sport is not a little hazar- 
dous 3 a blow on the temple might 
be fatal 5 and several accidents 
have occurred, which might rea-^ 
sonably deter any one from ex- 
posing bimself on such^ occasions* 
The late Capudan Pasha, Kutchue 
Hussein Pasha, cut ofl' the head of. 
one of his officers, who wounded 
him on the shoulder with a djerid. 
The conduct of Jussuft' Pasha, 
twice Grand Vizier, was indeed 
very different : when he was Mus- 
selim of Erzeroum, a slave deprived 
him of his right eye by a similar 
accident : Jussuff, on recovering 
from the stupefaction of the blow, 
ordered the man a purse of money, 
with an injunction to quit the city 
immediately 5 *• for,'* added he, 
*' tho* I am not angry now, I know 
not what I may be when 1 come to 
feel the consequences o( this ac- 
cident."

Several stories are told of Frede- 
rick the Great of Prussia, who, as 
an infidel, took great delight in 
rallying any of the preachers of 
vital religion within his know- 
ledge.

o^ New Spain exceed any nation " 
perhaps on the globe : but in na* 
tional energy, or patriotism, en- 
terprize of character, and indepen- 
dence of soul, they are perhaps the 
most deficient. Yet there are men 
who have displayed bravery to a 
surprizing degree, and the £uro« 
peans who are there, cherish with 
delight the idea of their gallant 
ancestry.

the collar, and dragged hinr through 
the gateway into his own yard, and 
putting him into the pump-trough. 
Straw came and pumped upon him, 
whilst Ashton took hold of bit 
Waistcoat to give the water a free 
passage. — On being cross-examin- 
ed by Seijeant Vaughan, Finder 
said, that Mr. Norton took no 
notice of the caricatures until the 
plates came down and were pub- 
licly exposed for sale in the win- 
dows of the print-shops : this waa 
about April Horse-fair — and with 
this information, observed the 
learned Serjeant, who could won- 
der at Mr. Norton's being angry 
about it — the horse fair would na- 
turally, with sach an expos6 in 
the windows, produce a horse- 
laugh ; and it was not every body 
that could stand that. 

Serjeant Vaughan to the wit-

me go," and " murder." After the 
plaintiff was pulled out of the 
pumping-trougb, witness savv Mr. 
Norton give him six or seven 
sharp cuts with his whip. 

Mr. Serjeant Vaughan com- 
menced his address on the part of 
the defendants by expressing his 
sorrow that at such a late period 
{it was then past eight oVlock op 
Wednesday evening), and when he 
felt sensibly that he was weak and 
almost exhausted, a cause of such 
a nature had been brought on : he 
believed that his learned friend 
(Mr. Clarke) called it thus late, 
under the supposition that he 
should before then be run to a dead 
wind; but he had still energy 
enough, and inclination,he thought, 
^o excite the risible muscles of the 
court— not excluding even his se- 
rious and learned friend. He was 
sorry to have to treat a lady as he 
should be obliged, but he would be 
as merciful and forl)earing as he 
could on the delicate /emaZe. H« 
should not attempt to deny that bis 
clients had committed an assault — 
bat he would contend that they 
had not assaulted Edgar West, (as 
was stated in the declaration), 
though they had Miss Elhabeth 
West 5 he should produce the re- 
gister to suitstantiate this, and was 
prepared with the accoucheur also 
to satisfy his Lordship and the 
Jury.

Mr. Serjeant Vaughan said 
he should certainly bow in obe« 
dience to his Lordship's sugges- 
tions — but he could assure tbs 
Jury, that whether this neutral 
creature went iuto the pumpingi> 
trough a man or not, it certainly 
came out a woman. He then dis-^ 
missed this train of observations 
on the plaintiff with addressing a 
Spanish proverb to him-— '^ People 
should not throw stones whose 
houses are built of glass." With 
respect to the nature of the cari- 
cature, it could not but be galling 
to the feelings of any man really 
fond of the diversion to which Mr^ 
Norton was so attached — here he 
was seen, the hounds apparently 
four or five miles off, clinging to 
the mane of his horse, with his 
l)ack set up, and turning his horse 
away from a gate with a bar broken 
down. He could not see any fua 
in being thus made a laughing- 
stock of; if the Jury gave the 
plaintiff Is. damages, it was as 
much as ]ie had a right to expect or 
justice required. 

After a brief summing up by 
the Judge, the Jury brought in a 
verdict for the plaintiff, damages, 
40s. . 

Broughton v. Adamt. 
This was an action of damages 
for disturbing a decoy. The plain- 
tiff is a tenant of Sir Joseph Banks, 
and rents the Fleet decoy, which 
on the 8th of February last was 
disturbed by the defendant, (who 
is a young man living with his 
friends in the neighbourhood) 
firing off two guns near the house 
of the plaintiff, who thereby sus- 
tained serious damage. The alle- 
gations being clearly proved, tUe 
Jury gave ^ I. damages.

This was an action upon the 
•Warranty of a horse. The plain- 
tiff alleged that he bought a horse 
lof the defendant, which he war- 
lanted sound, a good worker, and 
€»ie that would go quiet in har- 
ness. 

The breach of the contract al- 
leged was, that he would not work 
ir> harness ; but it v/as admitted 
Lewas quiet enough, for he would 
»ot stir,, for the moment be felt the 
collar he stopped short and would 
not proceed one inch. 

The witness produced to prove 
the warranty, however, failed in the 
ntost material circumstance, for he 
only proved that the defendant 
warranted him sound, and a good 
worker. On this evidence the 
plaintiff was nonsuited.

county. 

The defendant was a person 
keeping a higler*s cart, and the 
facts, as proved against him, were 
as follow : 

Smith and another, two game- 
keepers, found him i« the middl# 
of a fiehf at Berkhampstead, at 
three o'clock in the morning. They 
founil the gates of the field netted> 
and forty- five snares placed in th« 
hedges for catching hare*. They 
immediately seized him, and asked 
what he was doing there. He re- 
plied that he bad quarrelled with 
his wife that morning, and he 
came out for the purpose of hang- 
ing himself 5 biit he was in the 
middle of the field, not near any 
tree, and on searching him they 
found many implements for stran- 
gling hares, but nothing well cal- 
culated to strangle himself. In his 
pocket were found several bag nets 
and a bay net, all used for snaring 
game; but his defence was; that 
these nets were used by him in bis 
trade as a higler, for confining pigs 
and poultry in his cart. 

The Jury, not crediting this de- 
fence, found him guilty in one pe-* 
ualty of 51. 



Herts. — (TIemmings v. HaswetlJ 

This was an action to recover 
penalties on the Game Laws, for 
using an engine to destroy the 



AttheiVisi Prius bar, at Salis- 
bury Assizes, Mr. John Gooden, 
the younger, obtained a verdict 
agaiiMt the proprietors of the Au- 
xiliary Mail, to recover a compen- 
sation in damages for a serious in- 
jury sustained by the plaintiff on 
the l6th of June, 18ia> from the 
overturning of that coach, of which 
he was an outside passenger. The 
coach was overt»irned immediately 
on quitting the yard of the Red 
Lion Inn, in Salisbury, and a com- 
pound fracture of the plaintiff's leg 
was occasiontfd by that accidentv 
The investigation of the ca^^m^- 

ployed 
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ployed many hours, wben it seemed 
ettablisbed th^t there was no gross 
miscondttct, inattentioo, or want 
of skill oil the part oi the coach-, 
man 5 and that the justice of the 
case did not call for vindictive dAn 
mages. It appeared that the ut- 
most attention was rendered ta 
the plain tiff*S:unfortunate situation, 
hy the proiu-ietors and their agents, 
who called in the best surgical a&^ 
tistance, ^nd were at all times 
willing to defray all reasonable ex- 
pences incurred by him during the 
progress of his cure. 

Mr. Justice Gibbs left it to th^ 
Jury to determine whether the de- 
£endiint$ were liable for the acci- 
dent, on account pf the apparent 
heedleajBness of the coachman, and 
tht not leading the horses out of 
tbe Ina yard, which would have 
prevented it: and it was agreed 
that if the Jury, shciuld deem the 
defendants , liable, their verdict 
should pass for all sqch expenses 
as the plaintiff bad reasonably iar 
turred, which were to he asceri 
tained by a reference. 

The Jury, under the direction 
df the Judge, were of that opinion, 
and found a verdict accordingly. 

Mr. Maiile, to whom the case 
was submitted, has since assessed 
the damages at 600I. 




Essex. — {The King v. GiJ^nJ 

This was an indictment against 
the defendant, one of tbe keepers 
of Hainault Forest, for an assault 
upon a Mr, Elsee, a respectable 
farmer, who lived on the borders 
of the forest. 

The statement of the case, as 
given by the prosecutor himself, 
was, tbat on the 24th of October 
he was riding on the public road 
in the forest, leading to Mack's 
gate^ with a greyhound or lurcher.

vouring to seize him by the coUat 
with, a view to puU him to the 
ground; that in consequence of 
this ill-usage the prosecutor, ia his 
own defence, struck at the defends 
ant with his whip, with tbe thoo^^ 
dpubled in his hand, by which re« 
sistance he prevented at that tim^ 
any further violence from the de« 
fendant ; that the defendant fiud* 
ing he could not prevail, quitted 
the prosecutor for a short time, 
and then returned with a* large 
hedge-stake, which he briindished 
at the. prosecutor, swearing most 
furiously that he would do for him 
now, and struck at him accord- 
ingly, but the blows were warded 
off by the batt end of Mr. £isee*s 
whip. 

On his cross-ex ami natioii hj 
Mr. Serjeant Shepherd, he denied 
using any violent or abusive lan- 
guage to tbe defendant, qr that 
he struck him, except in his own 
defence. It appeared, however, 
tbat he bad had a dog shot on a 
former occasion, for chasing in the 
forest. 

The next witness who was called 
corroborated in tbe main the tes- 

timoajr 
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timony of Mr. Else<f, but exhibit- 
t^ great warmth in describing the 
defendant's expressions and atti" 
tndes, and it appeared was under 
*«ummons to appear to a charge 
lor illegal practices in- chasing in 
ihe forest at the time this assault 
was alledged to have been com-* 
mitted. 

Two other witnesses Were called, 
one of whom stated, 'that the high 
words between the parties were 
pretty equal on both sides, and 
that there appeared little difierence 
between the voices or abnse of ei- 
ther ; and the* other stated, that 
the 'defendant was at her house 
ordering a cask of small beer, when 
on a sudden he said, " Here comes 
Mr. £lsee with his dogs, I must go 
and ask tthy he comes into ^h^ fo- 
test with them/* 

' Mr/ Serjeant Shepherd cOm- 
inented very strongly on the evi- 
dence for the prosecution, and con- 
tended, that 'from the evidence 
cf the last witness, it appeared 
that Giffin had encountered the 
)>rosecutor by pure' accident, as he 
Was engsiged on quite different bu- 
siness from that of bis occupation 
when he sawbim come into the fo- 
rest. That the conduct of the pro- 
iecutor, from the evidence for the 
Crown, appeared to be ecjually in- 
temperate with that which Mr. 
Elsee imputed to the defendaur, 
and that the temper with which he 
and the following witness had 
'given their evidence, clearly shewed 
the" disposition they had to colour

Immediately h^ 
was ushered into an aHjoining 
room, and the bandage being takep 
from his eyes, he found a lady in 
child -bed', ready to be deliverefi, 
but apparently in a very dejected 
and anxious state. Tb^ room, t|i^ 
furniture, the bed, and fittendance, 
all indicated^ a very high degree of 
opulence, and even splendour. 
Having performed his duty to the 
lady, and committed tb^ ch^ld 
to the care of an attendant, he re- 
ceived, according to agreement, a 
very high remuneration, and being 
again blindfolded, was re-conductr 
ed through the same heated rooud 
to the coach, which driving off at 
a great rate, soon brought him to 
that part of the town, where the 
bandage was first put on, and was 
then taken off his eyes. But the mar 
terial and horrible part of the story 
is, be had scarcely got through 
the room, in which was the great 
fire, before he heard the most 
heart-rending shrieks and screams, 
attended with some passionate and 
bewailing language respecting the 
child, which he was well aware, 
proceeded from the unfortunate 
mother, and he then almost m^ 
stantaQeously distinguished a husy 
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basi io tbe rooni>>»nd a stirring up 
and crackling of the fire, followed 
by some faint squalls of an ipfant, 
All tliis, it seemSy be well under- 
stood, to be the destruction of the 
unfortunate infant by fire, accord « 
ing to. a horrible custom of tbe 
Jews, required by their religion in 
certain cases. 

According to the popular inter- 
pretation of tbe above tragedy, the 
unhappy lady bad borne a child 
to a Christian, which necessarily, 
according to Jewish custom, drew 
down upon such unfortunate in- 
fant the 'tremendous extinction 
above described. Audit was thir- 
ty or forty years ago, and proba- 
bly may be at present, quite com- 
mon and in course, on a Jew wo- 
man being seen in tbe streets of 
that part of the town of which 1 
have been speai^ing, talking with a 
Christian man, for the popidace to 
notice it and exclaim, ** Moyer, 
Moyer, remember Doctor——,'* 
alluding to tbe presumed certain 
fate of a child born of a Jewess, 
by a Christian man. Moyer, it 
seems, is the common appellation 
bestowed upon Jews, as Goyer is, 
by the Jews, upon such Christian 
yiromen or men, as attend at their 
bouses on t\ie Sabbath, to do those 
absolutely necessary offices, inter- 
dicted to themselves, by a contemp- 
tible and nonsensical system of 
fanaticism, which has, indeed, 
almost miraculously subsisted 
throughout so many ages; and 
what is yet more miraculous, still 
prevails in full rigour, althpugh im- 
under the complete, but secretxon- 
tenipt and ridicule of a majority of 
its victims. At any rate, there is no 
doubt, 1 believe, to this hour, that 
a Jewess having a child by, or in- 
deed any connection with a Chris- 
tian man, forfeits all title to cha» 
rity among Jews^ even were she to 



perish for want of a morsel of 
bread. Thus it is, that systems of 
faith promote love and concord 
among men, and human happiness] 
I should be glad to See this last fact 
contradicted. As to the above 
story, in all probability, some of 
the elderly people of the eastern 
part of tbe Metropolis, may be able 
to throw light upon it -, and persons 
learned in ancient traditions, may 
judge of tbe probability of such 
facts having ever really occurred : 
with respect to the current and ge- 
neral belief of tliem, as above 
stated, there is nodou(it.

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FATAL DUELLING. 

TN our last Number^ at page 229, 
we gave the trial of the several 
Officers concerned in tbe uoibrtu^ 
pate duel, iu tbe Isle of Wight, be- 
tween Ensign M'Guire and Lieu- 
tenant Bliuidell; w^ also stated 
that tbe execution of tbe awfulsen- 
teuce passed on them bad been i^f 
spited till the second of September ; 
previous to that day a further re- 
spite was issued, and they have 
.since received a free pardon from 
the Prince Regent. — -^y tbe fol- 
lowing General Order, it will be 
perceived, however, that tbe affair 
jias been taken cognisance of by 
the Commander in Qhiel« aud that 
a military punishment has^ been in- 
flicted, with tbe view of preventing 
.such transactions for future.

xaote it. This observatV>n, I ajp 
bound to state, refers more espe- 
cially to Lieutenant Dillon, wbp 
from his rank in tbe regiipent, and 
his standing in the army, w^s 
peculiarly called upon to exi^reis^ 
his iuffuence apd auttiority ifor a, 
purpose very different from that to 
which tbey were ap|)lied. 

" I deem it my indispensable 
duty, to submit this repi;esentation 
to your Royal Highness, and I do 
so, in the full |)ersuasion, that your 
Royal liighness will be pleased to 
cause such steps to be taken Uj>opi 
this painful occasion, as the cir« 
cumstances of the case shall, upon 
consideration, be ^und to i^equire. 
(Signed) * " Sidmouth." 

While the awful sentence of tbe 
law was pending, tbe Commander 
in Chief abstained from expressing 
any opinion upon this most dis- 
tressing occasion. His Royal 
Highness now feels i^ incumbent 
CA l^ax to (ak$ that part^ vHitch a 
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due regard to fbe discipline and 
character of the army demands. 

The Commander in Chief is sin- 
eefelr rejoic^^d th^f the clemency 
of bis Royal Highness the Prince 
Helfent^ acting in the nc^me and on 
behalf of bis Majesty^ has been 
graciously extended to these Offi- 
cei*s, and has prevented their suf- 
fering an ignominious death.) 

The offence of which they have 
been guilty, cannot, however, in a 
military point of view, remain un- 
tioticed. 

On a due consideration of all the 
'circumstances attending this trans- 
action, the Commander in Chief is 
induced to think, that of all the 
parties concerned, the unfortunate 
dlficer who lost his life, and the 
yet more unfortunate one by whose 
band his comrade fell, are the least 
culpable ; they appear not to have 
been actuated by any personal ani- 
mosity, but to have been insti- 
gated and governed by the advice 
of others. • 

The Commander in Chief is 
greatly concerned to observe, that 
no such palliation can be adduced 
in- the cwses of Lieutenant Dillon, 
£nsign Gilchrist, and Ensign 
O'Brien. 

Their interference was equally 
nncalled for, and unnecessarv, and 
tended, not as might have l^een ex- 
pected, to settle the trivial d'iffer- 
cnce which existed between their 
•brother Officers, but to magnify 
its importance, and to instigate 
*them to the measure, which has led 
to so fatal a resiult. 

The Commander in Chief there- 
fore has it in command to convey 
to all these Officers the highest 
displeasure of the Prince Regent, 
for conduct so unmilitary and dis- 
graceful J and to notify to them, 
that they ar^ no longer Officers in 
bis Majesty's service 3 but bis Royal 



Highness being disposed in this 
decision to attend to the distinc- 
tion whi'dh appears in their con- 
duct, and' observing that Lieut. 
Dillon, who, from his rank and 
standing in the army, ought to have 
seta difterentexample, has through- 
out taken the most prominent part 
in these outrageous proceedings, 
and greatly influenced the conduct 
of Ensigns Gilchrist and O'Brien, 
is pleased to limit the declaration 
of being incapable of ever serving 
his Majesty in any military capa- 
city, to Anthony Dillon, late Lieu- 
tenant iii the 101 St regiment. 

The Commander in Chief di- 
rects, that this Order shall be en- 
tered in the Orderly Books^ and 
read at the head of every regiment 
and corps in the service. He hopes 
it w^ill ]n*ove an useful and impres- 
sive lesson to the young officers of 
the army, and a warnmg^to them 
of the fatal consequences of allow- 
ing themselves to be misled by 
erroneous notions, and ftilse prin- 
ciples of honour; which, when 
rightly understood, and leading to 
its legitimate object, is the bright- 
est gem in the character of a sol- 
dier.

At the end of six 
weeks, the child was out of the 
way of . wanting more victuals* 
with unlimited additional powers 
of sleep. Nothing now remained, 
but the necessary application to 
the gentleman, on account of the 
burial, which also, the old lady 
farmed, at a certain sum, in which 
beside, was considered, that very 
extraordinary care and exertion, 
for which she gave herself credit, 
and which were readily credited. 
So the whole finished, with two 
or three sage and significant apo- 
thegms of the uncertainty of life, 
and of the infant frame fading like 
a flower, and withering to nought 
in a summer's da^ ! — bandied from 

one 
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cne to tbe other, and eacb was 
left at liberty to proceed in tbeir < 
career. 

1 mij^ht add to this, that some 
geDtlemen are in the habit of be- 
ing more alert in their proceed* 
ings, as wishing to take time by 
the forelock, to anticipate risks 
and make assurance double sure. 
These have recourse to medicine, 
by way of presenridg the delicate 
shape of the ladies honoured with 
their protection, and of prevent- 
ing an unbecoming fullness in their 
habit of body. We have even 
beard and read in the chronicles 
of the day, of the application of 
the powers of steam in tbts delicate 
case; and chroniclers, scandalous 
or otherwise, go so far as to say, 
that a certain description of me- 
dical men engage themselves, in- 
finitely to their honour and emolu- 
ment, in this line of profession, 
smd that they are men of indispen- 
tible consequence in the affairs of 
the modern English haram. 

Tbe privilege of speaking with

Who at this time, but 
more particularly in public affairs, 
which is said, moreover, by philo- 
sophers, ever to have a weighty 
influence on private morals also, 
views a project or transaction in 
any other light, than as it may be 
conducive to interest, convenience, 
or aggrandizement ? What use to 
read dull, forbidding moral lec- 
tures on |)rivate virtue or public 
patriotism, to self-sufficient beings, 
who have already decided upon 
certain infallible modes of action, 
for which they need nothing but a 



handsome glass or befitting cover ? 
Discoveries in that line, indeed^ 
are sure o( being amply rewarded. 
A certain tradesman took a 
large house and premises, the 
landlord of which having no know* 
ledge of bis tenant, required n 
quarterly payment of the rent. Oil 
the tenant pleading his beingi^ a 
young beginner, and that money 
was, in consequence, a great object 
with him, he was indulged with a 
stay of payment until the comple- 
tion of the half year.-^At tbe end 
of the half year, the tenant boasted 
of his good snccess in his trade, 
and ur^d tbe great additional be- 
nefit which another quarter's in* 
dulgcnce vrouM confer u)K>n bim.

G«orge*6 
Fields ; where, if he found equals, 
liecottid find few superiors. He 
took sufficient property to his 
country house, to live to splen- 
dour through the expected term, 
and bad beside, deposited some 
buQdreds in the bands oif a friend, 
altogether worthy of such confi- 
dence. In that respect, unwitf 
^^ngly, be made a wrong judg- 
oent, arrogantly and conceitedly 
not supposing it possible, there 
could exist in the world, another 
so great a rascal as himself. Harry 
swallowed the necessary affidavit, 
assort of pill univer^lly found of 
the utmost facility of deglutition 
and digestion, whether in the 
Cburcb, the Licence Office, the 
Custom House, the King's Bench, 
or the Fleet ; he was cleared by the

J Observed on the prairie a herd 
.of hoi-sesj whoi within about 
t quarter of a mile, they discovered 
us, and immediately approached, 
making the earth tremble under 
tfaetn; they brought to my recol* 
l«$6tion a charge of cavalry. They 
stopped and gave us «n opportunity 
to view them. Atiiong them there 
were some v«ry ^ Beautiful bays, 
blacks, and greys, and indeed of all 
Colours.

The roethod pursued hy the

• lows : — They take a few fleet borsei 
.and proceed into the country where 
.the wild animals are uumeiDUS) 
they build a large inclosure^ with a 
door which enters into a smaller 
Inclosure : from the entrance of the 
.large pen they project tyings out 
into the prairie to a great distance^ 
«nd then set up bushes^ &c. to in- 
duce the hjOFses when pnrstied to 
enter within these wings. After 
these preparations are rnade^ they 
keep a look out for a small drove ;

hurst open. or flU it up with dead 
.l)odies, and the reraaincbr run over 
them ^nd escape. :^i| which case 
the. party is obliged to leave the

.others. But shoidd they succeed 
in drilling in a fejiv, say two or 
three . hundred, . they select the 
haatlsomest and youngest* noose 
them, and take them into the small 
JnclosurCj then turn out the others.

nike-htaded whale, wss caoglil 
this mouth off i^ortsmouth, wliicb 
measured seventy-two feet from 
the point of the nose to the top of 
the hn at the extremity of the taiL 
It was discovered ashore upon the 
inner side of the Shingles, opposite 
the Needle Rocks, oft' Portsmouth^ 
by the Master Gunner (Learmoutb)^ 
at Hurst Castle. At the time it 
was discovered, the animal was 
making strenuous exertions to ^et 
off, Rnd in its endeavours to do so, 
the rail was frequently elevated to 
a considerable height above the 
surface of the water, presenting at 
a distance the semblance of asmaH 
sail boat, which, at times, sud- 
denly disappeared, and produced a 
great surf and motion on the &ur- 
rouuding water. This unusual ap- 
j)earance iiKluced the Master Gun- 
ner to get his glass to ascertaia 
more minutely the cause of it, 
when he perceived the stn|)endous 
animal embayed on the Shingles. 
A party from the Castle soon pro- 
vceeded to the s|>ot in a smaU 
lighter, armed ia the best manner 
their (present means would ^urnlsb^ 
to secure the prize.. With due 
caution they approached it near 
enough to inflict several deep 
wounds on and about the head, 
from which it bled copiously, a^d 
which,, in the exhausted state it 
was reduced to by the time of their 
arrival, soon produced its death. 
The difliculty of removing so poo • 
deroiis a mass still remained ; sooa 
utter their .landing on the Shin- 
gles they had been joined by the 
Lymington Custom-house boat, 
and afterwards another boat Ifsoni 
Hurst, with two men and a lad, 
also arrived. The efforts of the 
whole party w^ere now directed for 
nearly five hours to this object, 
but their means were sot sufficient 
to secun: to themselves the reward 

of

Id order to procure a purcbase 
upon the fish whereby to float it 
:and tow it to some^place of safety, 
the stein of the lighter was

not been instilntly cut away by a 
carpenter, who stood by with aa 
adze for that purpose, in case it 
should become necessary. It then 
^rifted into deep water, the tail 
rose more than once, but all farther 
attempts to secure it proved fruit- 
less. On the following day a ves* 
tel went from Yarmouth in search 
of it, and standing out at the Nee* 
dies about three o^clock iq the af* 
lernoon, one of the hands from the 
mast-head discovered the sea break- 
ing about a league to the west- 
ward, in a direction wh^re there 
was no shoal or rock to produce 
such ao eftect ; on nesring it this 
proved to be the whale floating 
just at iht surface of the vviittfi*, 
and the crew with considerable dif- 
£ciilty succeeded in Ihsliing it a*- 
item the v^sel, and towe^ i^ inte 
the roads tifS Yarmo^ith, where it 
was secured betwixt two vetsds 
moored iw that purpose.

it is remarkable that (his fish H 
not correctly 4elin«ated in the de* 
scrtptioo of the speeies by Buibi^ 
or in our Encyclopedias.

Wbca 
the fish was first taken,, these plaiu 
or folds were very close together^ 
harely admitting the finger into ikm 
deep groovea betwijLt them ; at 
the body heeame lasted hy the 
water, these extended to a w<i«Uk 
of three inches a^d upwards, and! 
at a distance resecobled the hottooi 
of a large boas 4 the head was 4i( 
coasideral>le lei^th, faUing veirf 
quick from the shoulder to a flat 
point of about fourteen or fifteen 
inches wide | yet k had no fiu oft 
the back, as this si)ecie8]9descrthefl 
to have, and its length was much 
greater than aOy we have hefove 
iiecuxl of. It has been calkd hj 
some persons the Phyaains, -or Fia 
Fish } but how could this be, wheA 
the amimal was deficient of the flm 
which gives the species thehfettet 
oppellation^ and the person (Mi\. 
Tboisas Colborn, of Lymiii^oa) 
who measured along the whole lifife 
of the back with a two-foot mk^ 
declares thiit he met' with no iaipe<- 
tkment of the kind ; the ahape of 
the head is also a strong argument 
ogainat tibs belonging to the lastw 
floentioned species. It is unfortu^ 
aate that Mr. €. did not Carry hia 
observations so far as to say whe« 
ther there were two ^peS or holei 
in the head for throvviiig up the 
water, or if there were any at all. 
The fish was lying in two and m, 
half f«et of water at the loweat 
time of the tide, and he expected 
to have an opportunity of making 
f arcictikr obstrvatieos ia « laoce 
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coDvrnient Bitiiation» which was 
prevented by its floatiag on the 
hack when it was afterwards 
brought in. 

' Thousands of spectators from

on the Shingles. The Captain r»f 
the whale-ship, who undertook to 
dissect the fish, and extract the oil, 
has agreed to account for one half 
the produce to sueh persons as shall 
be legally entitled to it j the other 
half be is to have for trouble of 
management. The bones in the 
head of this species are of .very lit- 
tle value ; it was therefore sent 
adrift on being cut off; and we 
should not be surprised to bear 
that it has been picked up some- 
where on the coast, and exhibited 
as a curious and profitable specimen 
of the wonderful. 

The Shingles are formed by an 
immense bed of loose gravel, of a 
semi-circular shape, (rising in dif- 
ferent places above the water,} at a 
consideral)le distance from tbe 
beach of Hurst Castle and Hordle 
Cliff, betwixt the shore and the 
Needles, and enclosing a channel 
of deep water between this dang^er- 
ous shoal and the rocks. The 
most probable conjecture is, that 
the fish followed his prey so near 
the shore as to bring him at the 
back of this bank, where finding 
himself straitened in his endeavours 
to strike out into the channel, his 
course was arrested by tbe hidden 
danger ; for it must be remember- 
ed, that he was found on the side 
nearest the shore, which was at 
that time uhder water.

WOLVES.— An Etching. 



TpHE Wolf is a native of almost 
all the temperate and cold re- 
gions of the globe. It is found 
m most countries of Europe, but 
has been totally extirpated from 
oar own island, as w^ll as,^ from 
Ireland. Ho\v numerous ttiese 
pernicious animals must have once 
l>een in Britain, may be guessed 
f'om the celebrated laws of King 
Eilgar, who attempted the extirpa- 
tion of these animals, by commut- 
ing the punishments for ceitain 
crimes into the acceptance of a 
Dumber of wolves' tongues from 
®ach criminal : in Wales, by con- 
verting the tax of gold and silver 
Jiito an annual tribute of three 
hundred wolves* beads. 
^ The general colour of the wolf 
J8 a pale grey, with a. cast of yel- 
lowish, but it varies much as to 
^e shades or gradations of colour

in different parts of tbe world.->~ 
Those of Africa are said to be 
larger than those of Europe; 
while, on the eontraiy, the Ai.)fe* 
rican ones are considerably smaller ; 
and from these latter^ it is pretend- 
ed, the dogs proceeded, which 
were observed in North America^ 
on the first arrival of the Euro- 
peans* In the inhabited parts of 
America, however, wolves are 
now become rare. 

The wolf is sometimes affected 
with madness> attended with simi- 
lar appearances to those exhibited 
in that state by the dog^ and pro- 
ductive of tbe same symptoms in 
consequence of its bite : this dis- 
ease is said to happen to them in 
the depth of winter, and therefore^ 
as Mr. Pennant, observes, can ne-^ 
ver be attributed to the rage of the 
dog-days. Wolves, in the north- 
ern parts of the world, sometimes, 
during the spring, get on the ice of 
the sea, in order to prey on young 
seals, which they catch asleep ; 
but this repast sometimes proves 
fatal to them 3 for the ice,*detach- 
ed from the shore, carries them to 
a great distance from the land, be- 
fore they are sensible of it. It is 
said that in some years a large dis- 
trict is by this means delivered 
from these pernicious beasts, which 
are heard howling in a most dread- 
ful manner far in the sea. 

The time of gestation in th« 
wolf is about three months and a 
half; and the young whelps are 
found from the end of April to the 
beginning of July ; and this dif- 
ference in the time of gestation, 
which in the wolf is 100 days, 
and in the dog only sixty, Buffon 
considers as a proof of tbe real 
difierence between the two species. 

N6twithstanding the savage na- 
ture of the wolf, he is still capable, 
when youngy of being tamed. A 

H h remark- 
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remarkable Instance of this is said 
to have been exhibited in a wolf 
belonging to the late Sir Ashton 
Lever, which was, by proper edu- 
cation, entirely divested of the fe- 
rocious character of its species. 



SPORtING OBITUARY. 

CAPTXm o'byrnb. 
QN Thursday, the 12th of Au- 
gust, as this lotig celebrated 
character was going down on a 
visit to Mr. Richard Thompson, at 
his seat at Denham, near Ux- 
bridge, ' he was taken ill in the 
po^t-chaise, and had not been con- 
veyed into Mr. T.'s house more 
than an hour, when he expired. 
His indisposition is understood to 
have been occasioned by the burst- 
ing of a blood vessel in excess of 
rage with the postillion, who bad 
ofiended him by slow driving.-— 
Captain O'Byme entered early into 
the Austrian service, where he 
tanked as a Lieutenant ; but com- 
ing to England abu\it thirty-five 
years ago, be was fortunate enough 
to become acquainted with Lord 
Lyttleton, and soon paiticipated 
in all the dissipation of play, &c. 
«vbicb distinguished the character 
of that highly gifted, but eccen- 
tric Nobleman. Through this con- 
nection, Captain 0*B. found it no 
difllicult matter to get introduced 
into most of the Clubs for high 
play, in which he had the skill and 
Address to profit so successfully, as, 
inde{)endently of the ac()uisition of 
large sums, to lay two or three 
considerable estates in the country 
under annuity contributions of a

Captain met with so serious are- 
iei:se of foi'tune at play, as to com- 



pel him to quit England, tad seefc 
a retreat in Vienna till a abort 
time since, when he Tetomed, 
much shattered in his health, aod 
but little improved in his fortune. 
However, the same plea»aut vein 
of humour and good temper which 
characterized him, restored bim to 
the notice of many peisons of dis- 
tinction with whom he had for- 
merly associated, and, amongst 
those, to that estimable character 
under whose roof he died, and 
whose kind-hearted benevolence is 
not to be circumscribed by the 
mere professions of personal regard. 
Capt. 0*Byrne was first brought 
into notice by a dispute about Mrs. 
Hartley, at Vaitxball, in which 
Lord JLyttleton, Captain Crofts, 
and a gentleman known by the 
name of fighting Fitzgerald, and 
who was afterwards hanged, were 
engaged. On the part Captain 
0*Bvrne took for Lord Lyttleton,. 
he drst became acquainted with 
that nobleman, by whom he was 
afterwards patronised, as long as 
his Lordship lived; and he was 
amongst those who were present 
at the last scene of Lord Lyttletoa*« 
life, when, in consequence of the 
prediction of the ghost which be 
fancied he saw in Mill-street, Lord 
Lyttleton fell a victim to a nervoos 
spasm, which attacked him within 
the time ap|)ointed by the ghost, at 
Pit-place, near Epsom. The per- 
sons then present were Lord For- . 
tescue. Admiral Wolseley, and 
Captain 0*Byrne, the first of whom 
is the only one now remaiuing to 
attest the story. 

SIR HBNUt TAKE TEMPEST, BAHT.

He suc- 
ceeded to tbe Barooetcy, in June, 
179^9 on the death of bis father, 
tbc ReVi Sir Henry Vane, D. D. 
one of the Prebendaries of Dur- 
ham, and who was descended from 
Sir George Vane, third son o( the 
celebrated Sir Henrv Vane, who 
y^tts beheaded in l(}62. In Ja- 
nuary, 1 796, by the death of bis 
imtemal uncle, John Tempest, 
£sq. the lace Sir Henry assumed 
t bat additional surname, and suc- 
ceeded to the large estates of his 
uncle. In 1799, ^^ married Anne 
Catbarine Macdonnell, Countess 
of Antrim, in Ireland, by whom he 
bas left issue one daughter, Fran- 
ces Vane, bora January l6, 1800. 
Sir Henry was a great patron of 
tbe turf, and contributed largely to 
its amusements by tbe excellent 
%t\\d be kept. The two celebratied 
horses, Hambletouian and Shuttle,' 
were his property. The Vanes are 
an ancient family, being descend- 
ed from Howell ap Vane, of Mon- 
mouth, in Wales. Three noble 
li«U8es have sprung from them, 
namely, tbe Earls of Westmorer 
land, Darlington, and Duugannon. 
Sir Uenry*s remains were interred 
in the family jrault in Long New- 
ton Church, near Stockton^ Dur- 
ham.
